NATURE OF INCIDENT: 


On Tuesday, May 24, 2011 at approximately 0644 hours, Sergeants Brenda Parker, 
Terri Roberts and Lieutenant Frank Montez responded to 7435 South Alameda Street, 
Los Angeles, to investigate a deputy involved hit-shooting. The shooting involved 
Florencia Street gang members Alejandro Trejo and Cesar Haro, and Century Sheriff's 
Station Deputies Gonzalo Inzunza and Adam Stoll. 


Investigators learned the following: 


Deputies Inzunza and Stoll were working a two-person patrol vehicle in the Firestone 
area. Deputy Inzunza was the driver, and Deputy Stoll was the bookman. While 
stopped at a stop sign on Whitsett Avenue at Nadeau Street, they saw a dark-colored 
Honda Accord traveling eastbound on Nadeau Street at a high rate of speed 
(approximately 60 to 80 miles per hour). When the driver of the suspect vehicle saw 
the patrol vehicle stopped at a stop sign on Whitsett Avenue, he made eye contact with 
Deputy Inzunza and appeared startled. However, seeing the deputies in the patrol 
vehicle did not have an affect on the suspect's driving demeanor. The suspect 
continued to drive at a high rate of speed. 


Deputies Inzunza and Stoll decided to conduct a traffic stop of the vehicle, in order to 
warn or cite the driver for vehicle code violations. Because of heavy oncoming traffic, 
the deputies were not able to make an eastbound turn behind the suspect vehicle and 
conduct an immediate traffic stop. When Deputy Inzunza was finally able to turn 
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eastbound on Nadeau Street, the suspect vehicle was approximately 100 to 150 yards 
in front of them. The suspect vehicle was still traveling at the same high rate of speed 
and weaving in and out of traffic. The suspect vehicle was causing other vehicles to 
brake abruptly. 


From a distance of 100 to 150 yards, and traveling at 40 to 45 miles per hour, Deputies 
Inzunza and Stoll observed the suspect vehicle travel recklessly on Nadeau Street. 
Since the vehicle was so far ahead of the deputies’ vehicle, the deputies did not believe 
that the suspect knew they were behind them. Although it was their intention to conduct 
a traffic stop of the suspect vehicle, Deputies Inzunza and Stoll did not have any 
intention of initiating a vehicle pursuit of the reckless driver at that time. The deputies 
said they were too far away from the vehicle and were not able to close the distance. 
Deputy Inzunza stated that their patrol vehicle was not fast enough to catch up with the 
suspect vehicle, and the traffic was very heavy. Both deputies believed that once they 
caught up to the suspect vehicle and attempted to stop it, the stop would turn into a 
vehicle pursuit. 


IAB Note: Refer to page 6 of Deputy Stoll’s IAB transcript. He 
states that both he and Deputy Inzunza believed the 
traffic stop would turn into a vehicle pursuit. 


Deputies Inzunza and Stoll saw the suspect vehicle make a reckless left turn onto Lou 
Dillion Avenue from Nadeau Street. The deputies continued to travel eastbound on 
Nadeau Street and lost sight of the suspect vehicle because they were approximately 
75 to 100 yards behind. The deputies believed the suspects were still not aware that 
they were traveling behind them because they (deputies) were so far behind. The 
deputies made a left turn onto Lou Dillion Avenue and were momentarily stalled by a 
truck that was blocking traffic. When their path was clear, Deputies Inzunza and Stoll 
saw the suspect vehicle speeding erratically, northbound on Lou Dillion Avenue. When 
the vehicle approached 76" Street, it collided with the retaining wall/fence of a local 
business. 


IAB Note: Lieutenant Jeff Perry was the Watch Commander on the 
day of the incident. He said that based on the information 
he received that morning, it was determined a vehicle 
pursuit did not occur. The deputies were stopped at а 
stop sign when they saw the suspect vehicle speed by. 
They waited for traffic to clear and did not activate their 
lights or siren. When they turned on Lou Dillion Street, 
the suspect vehicle was approximately 100 yards ahead 
of them. The suspect vehicle crashed before they could 
attempt to pull it over. The suspect vehicle was driving in 
a “reckless” manner prior to the deputies observing them. 
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Deputies Inzunza and Stoll arrived at the scene of the collision approximately five 
seconds later and stopped their patrol vehicle approximately eight yards behind the 
suspect vehicle. They saw the right front passenger, Suspect Trejo, crawling out of the 
suspect vehicle through the front passenger side window holding a handgun. When 
Suspect Trejo saw the patrol vehicle, he appeared startled by their presence. Suspect 
Trejo then appeared as if he was going to engage the deputies with the handgun he 
had in his hand. Deputies Inzunza and Stoll saw Suspect Trejo pointing the handgun at 
them. Deputy Inzunza fired his duty weapon at Suspect Trejo, through the windshield, 
from his seated position inside of their patrol vehicle. Simultaneously, Deputy Stoll 
exited the patrol vehicle. 


Suspect Trejo then ran eastbound on the north sidewalk of 76" Street. Deputy Stoll 
followed Suspect Trejo to contain him, because he felt that if the suspect made it to 
Alameda Street, he would become a threat to vehicles and pedestrians. 


[АВ Note: Refer to page 9 of Deputy Stoll’s [АВ Transcript. Deputy 
Stoll stated he never went into foot pursuit of Suspect 
Trejo. 


As Suspect Trejo ran, he turned and pointed the gun at Deputy Stoll, who was 
approximately 20 to 30 feet away from the suspect. Fearing for his life, Deputy Stoll 
fired one round from his duty weapon at Suspect Trejo, missing him. The suspect 
continued running toward Alameda Street. When Deputy Stoll was approximately 30 
feet away from the patrol vehicle, Suspect Trejo turned once again, pointing the gun at 
Deputy Stoll. From the same distance, Deputy Stoll fired his duty weapon one more 
time, striking Suspect Trejo once, in the right hip and groin area. Suspect Trejo tossed 
the gun back, over his shoulder, as he fell to the ground on the north side of 76" Street. 
Deputy Stoll held Suspect Trejo at gunpoint from south side of 76" Street, 
approximately 20 feet away from Suspect Trejo. Deputy Stoll then put out radio traffic 
they had been involved in a shooting (998), and requested assistance. 


A review of radio “Dispatch 4" communications revealed that Deputy Stoll put out they 
had been involved іп a shooting (998) and requested assistance at 0644 hours to 76" 
Street and Lou Dillion Avenue. He communicated to Sheriff s Communication Center 
(SCC) and responding deputies that he and his partner had one suspect detained, and 
another suspect in a car, who was noncompliant. Deputy Stoll requested the Fire 
Department and stated that he believed their two suspects were “hit.” He stated that no 
deputies were injured. A review of “L-tac” revealed that at 0644 hours, Deputy Stoll 
requested that an unidentified unit start responding to 75" and Alameda. The Unit 
asked “Do you want me “code 3?" and “Hey Adam, North or South?” Deputy Stoll held 
Suspect Trejo at gunpoint and assisted Deputy Inzunza by giving Suspect Haro verbal 
commands to “Put your hands up, Let me see your hands.” 


Deputy Inzunza ordered Suspect Haro, the driver and remaining occupant of the 
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vehicle, to put his hands up. Suspect Haro ignored Deputy Inzunza’s orders and 
moved furtively inside the suspect vehicle. Suspect Haro opened the driver's side door 
of the suspect vehicle three separate times, made eye contact with Deputy Inzunza, 
and pointed what Deputy Inzunza believed was a dark colored gun at him. Each time, 
Suspect Haro yelled profanities at Deputy Inzunza. Fearing for his life, Deputy Inzunza 
fired multiple rounds each time at Suspect Haro. 


On two occasions, Suspect Haro slouched down in the driver's seat and leaned 
forward, pointing the dark object that Deputy Inzunza believed to be a gun at Deputy 
Stoll. Fearing that Deputy Stoll would be shot because he had no cover, Deputy 
Inzunza fired several more rounds each time, at Suspect Haro. 


IAB Note: Deputy Stoll said he was standing approximately 30 feet to 
the west of the patrol vehicle in the middle of 76" Street. 
See Exhibit “A,” page 48, diagram depicting shooting 
scene. 


After Deputy Inzunza and Deputy Stoll had given many commands for Suspect Haro to 
put his hands up, and to comply with their orders, Suspect Haro revved the engine of 
the suspect vehicle, causing the vehicle to jerk backwards. Fearing that Suspect Haro 
was trying to put the vehicle in reverse, and ram the patrol vehicle that he (Deputy 
Inzunza) was using for cover, Deputy Inzunza fired more rounds at Suspect Haro. 
Suspect Haro also faced Deputy Inzunza with his knees in the driver’s seat of the 
suspect vehicle, and pointed the dark object that appeared to be a gun at Deputy 
Inzunza. Deputy Inzunza fired more rounds from the rear of the patrol vehicle, near the 
left rear tire. Deputy Inzunza then moved toward the passenger side of the patrol 
vehicle. He heard Suspect Haro saying “Okay, Okay, Okay. | give up. | give up.” 


Deputy Inzunza moved up toward passenger side of the suspect vehicle, and held 
Suspect Haro at gunpoint until responding units arrived. Suspect Haro sustained two 
gunshot wounds to the upper left side of his back. Both suspects were taken into 
custody by Century Sheriff's Station responding units and transported to St. Francis 
Medical Center. Both suspects were treated and listed in stable condition. 


The suspect vehicle was found to be an unreported stolen from the unincorporated area 
of Los Angeles. A stainless “High Standard,” .22 caliber revolver was recovered next to 
the suspect vehicle. The revolver was examined and found to be loaded with nine .22 
caliber bullets. The only dark object recovered from the suspect’s vehicle was a 
Motorola, police-style, portable radio, located where Suspect Haro was seated. 


Thirty-one expended 9mm shell casings were recovered at the scene. Twenty-nine 
were fired by Deputy Inzunza. Two were fired by Deputy Stoll.

On May 24, 2011, Suspect Alejandro Trejo was charged with the crime of Assault With 
a Firearm Upon a Peace Officer, 245(d)(1)PC, Receiving Stolen Property, 496(a) PC, 
and Unlawful Firearm Activity, 12021(d)(1)PC. 


On May 24, 2011, Suspect Julio Haro was charged with the crime of Assault With a 
Firearm Upon a Peace Officer, 245(d)(1)PC, and Unlawful Driving or Taking of a 
Vehicle, 10851(a) VC. 


LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 


On the morning of May 24, 2011, at the time of this incident, the weather was clear and 
the lighting was bright. 


INVOLVED DEPUTY STATEMENTS 
STOLL, Adam 


Deputy Stoll said that while working Day shift on May 24, 2011, in Unit 216A, he and 
his partner Deputy Inzunza saw a vehicle traveling at a high rate of speed eastbound on 
Nadeau Street. He said the vehicle was approximately 100 to 150 yards in front of 
them, weaving in and out of traffic. He said he and his partner saw the vehicle make a 
rapid turn northbound onto Lou Dillon Avenue from Nadeau Street. He said his 
attention was drawn to the vehicle because of the erratic way it was being driven. 
Deputy Stoll said Deputy Inzunza made a northbound turn onto Lou Dillion Avenue. 
They saw the vehicle traveling at a high rate of speed, northbound on Lou Dillon 
Avenue, approximately seventy-five yards ahead of them. 


Deputy Stoll said as they traveled northbound on Lou Dillon Avenue at a distance of at 
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suspect vehicle crash into the retaining wall of a business which was to the north. 


IAB Note: See exhibit “В,” location of where the suspect vehicle 
collided. Both Deputies said the suspect hit the wall, the 
suspect said he hit the curb. 


Deputy Stoll said he and Deputy Inzunza continued northbound on Lou Dillon Avenue in 
order to check the welfare of the occupants of the vehicle. He said he saw the 
passenger, Suspect Trejo, climbing out the passenger side front window. 


Deputy Stoll said Deputy Inzunza saw that Suspect Trejo had a gun, and alerted him by 
shouting, “Gun, gun, gun,” as their patrol vehicle came to a stop approximately five to 
ten feet behind the suspect vehicle. Deputy Stoll said he noticed that Suspect Trejo 
was armed with “some form of a pistol” and he “looked” as if he was going to engage 
them with the firearm. He said Deputy Inzunza fired his gun at the Suspect Trejo 
through the windshield from the driver’s seat, inside of their patrol vehicle. Deputy Stoll 
said he simultaneously exited the patrol vehicle, as Deputy Inzunza fired the rounds. 
Suspect Trejo climbed out of the front passenger’s window and began running 
eastbound on 76" Street toward Alameda Street. 


Deputy Stoll said as the suspect ran eastbound on the north sidewalk of 76^ Street, the 
suspect turned in his direction and pointed the gun at him with his left hand. Fearing for 
his life, Deputy Stoll said he fired one round toward Suspect Trejo. He said the suspect 
continued running eastbound on 76" Street toward Alameda Street. Deputy Stoll said 
he followed Suspect Trejo in order to contain him. He said, “a second or so later,” the 
suspect turned a second time, pointing the gun at him. Fearing for his life, Deputy Stoll 
fired one more round at the suspect, striking him. As the suspect fell to the ground, he 
threw the firearm back, over his shoulder, toward the suspect vehicle. Suspect Trejo 
then fell to the ground. 


IAB Note: See Exhibit “C” photograph of a gun that Suspect Trejo 
threw, and area where it landed. 


Deputy Stoll said as he held Suspect Trejo at gunpoint, he heard a few gunshots but he 
could not say exactly how many. He said he “trusted” Deputy Inzunza and knew he 
would deal with the driver. He said that the whole incident occurred within no more 
than thirty seconds and he was focusing on Suspect Trejo. Deputy Stoll said he held 
Suspect Trejo at gun point as he requested assistance via his 480 radio. He also 
requested medical assistance for the suspect. He said while he was transmitting via 
his radio, Suspect Haro was “totally uncooperative and noncompliant.” He said he 
transmitted that he and his partner were detaining one suspect, and they had a suspect 
in a vehicle that was noncompliant and engaging them.

INVESTIGATIVE SUMMARY Page 9 of 14 SH2288996 


Deputy Stoll said Deputy Inzunza was giving Suspect Haro commands to show his 
hands but the suspect was not complying. He said Suspect Haro was doing a lot of 
moving around in the vehicle. Deputy Stoll said once Suspect Trejo was detained and 
complying, he (Stoll) started giving commands to Suspect Haro. Deputy Stoll said he 
told Suspect Haro to, “Put your hands up” and “Let me see your hands.” Deputy Stoll 
said he did not see Deputy Inzunza shooting, because he was focused on both 
suspects. Deputy Stoll said he did hear Deputy Inzunza firing his weapon. He said 
Suspect Haro eventually complied and both suspects were taken into custody by 
responding units. 


INZUNZA, Gonzalo 


Deputy Inzunza said on May 24, 2011, he and his partner Deputy Stoll were working 
Unit 216A. He said while they were waiting at a stop sign at the intersection of Whitsett 
Avenue at Nadeau street, they saw a Honda (suspect vehicle) traveling eastbound on 
Nadeau Street at a high rate of speed. He said the vehicle caught his attention 
because of its speed. He said the driver of the vehicle looked at him with a startled look 
as he drove by. Deputy Inzunza said he wanted to conduct a traffic stop in order to 
warn or cite the driver of the suspect vehicle regarding the vehicle code violation. He 
said there was traffic coming westbound on Nadeau Street, so he couldn't make a left 
turn to get behind the vehicle. He said when he was finally able to make a left turn onto 
Nadeau Street, the suspect vehicle was approximately seventy-five to a hundred yards 
in front of them. 


Deputy Inzunza said as he drove down Nadeau Street, he saw the suspect vehicle 
weaving in and out of the number one and the number two lanes. As the driver of the 
suspect vehicle was weaving іп and out of traffic, he was “cutting off” cars, causing the 
cars to slam on their brakes. Deputy Inzunza said he wanted to catch up with the 
suspect vehicle, but he was in an old car that was not moving very fast, and the traffic 
was very heavy. He said he saw the suspect vehicle make a left turn onto Lou Dillon 
Avenue from Nadeau Street. He said the suspect vehicle was traveling so fast that he 
thought the driver was going to lose control of the vehicle as he made a “wild” left turn. 


Deputy Inzunza said he lost sight of the suspect vehicle for a “split” second because a 
truck was stopped on Lou Dillon Avenue, blocking the street. He said he activated his 
horns to get the truck “out of the way.” When the truck moved, Deputy Inzunza veered 
left, and was able to see the suspect vehicle. He said the suspect vehicle was traveling 
“very, very fast” down Lou Dillon Avenue. Deputy Inzunza said when the suspect 
arrived at 76" Street and Lou Dillon Avenue, where the street comes to a “Т,” It looked 
as if the driver of the suspect vehicle was going to make a right turn. He said the 
suspect vehicle was going "very fast, and he ended up crashing against the wall on 76^ 
Street and Lou Dillon Avenue.” 


Deputy Inzunza said he and his partner were approximately 75 Yards away when they 
saw the suspect vehicle crash. He said it took them approximately five seconds to 
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arrive at the area where the suspect vehicle crashed. He said as he was driving up 
behind the suspect vehicle, he had his gun drawn in his right hand. He was putting the 
car in park with his left hand. He said as he was putting his patrol vehicle in park, he 
was looking straightforward at the suspect vehicle. He saw the passenger of the 
vehicle, Suspect Trejo, climbing out of the passenger's door window. 


Deputy Inzunza said he saw a gun in Suspect Trejo's right hand as the suspect was 
climbing out of the front passenger side window. He said Suspect Trejo looked in their 
direction with a startled look on his face. Deputy Inzunza said the suspect turned his 
body toward he and Deputy Stoll, and pointed the gun at them. Deputy Inzunza said he 
alerted his partner by saying, “Gun, gun, gun, gun.” Deputy Inzunza stated, “Fearing he 
was going to shoot at me and my partner, | leaned forward, in front of Deputy Stoll’s 
head, and | shot three rounds from inside the car.” 


Deputy Inzunza said that he shot “Toward the threat.” He said Deputy Stoll 
simultaneously got out of the patrol vehicle and said, “I got the passenger, you get the 
driver.” Deputy Inzunza said he got out of the patrol vehicle and took cover behind the 
driver’s side door of his patrol vehicle. 


Deputy Inzunza said he was focused on the driver (Suspect Haro). He said Suspect 
Haro was “tossing around" inside the suspect vehicle, and he could see the suspect's 
head “weaving back, up and down.” He said he saw Suspect Trejo run westbound, 
toward Alameda. He said “at the same time" he saw Suspect Haro open the driver's 
side door of the suspect vehicle with his left hand. Deputy Inzunza said he thought 
Suspect Haro had a gun in his right hand because he was slouching over and his right 
arm was under his left arm pit and he saw a “gun” in Suspect Haro’s right hand. 


IAB Note: See Exhibit “E,” photograph of the portable radio Suspect 
Haro was holding in his hand that Deputy Inzunza 
believed was a gun. 


Deputy Inzunza said as he yelled “put your hands up, put your hands up.” He said he 
and Suspect Haro made eye contact. He said Suspect Haro did not put his hands up, 
and the “gun” was still pointed at him. Deputy Inzunza said he fired two or three rounds 
at Suspect Haro. He said as he was shooting, Suspect Haro closed the door. Deputy 
Inzunza said he then saw a gun with a long barrel “flying back toward his direction.” 
The gun landed on the hood of the suspect vehicle and bounced to the ground, in front 
of the suspect vehicle. 


Deputy Inzunza said when Suspect Haro closed the door of the suspect vehicle, He 
saw him lean toward the passenger side doorframe. He said Suspect Haro was holding 
the “black thing” that he believed was a gun in his hand. He said Suspect Haro’s upper 
torso leaned forward. Deputy Inzunza said when Suspect Haro leaned forward, He saw 
“the muzzle” of the “gun” pointing toward Deputy Stoll. 
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IAB Note: Deputy Stoll was standing 30 feet away from the 
patrol vehicle in the middle of 76" Street. 


He said fearing that Suspect Haro was going to shoot Deputy Stoll, he fired more 
rounds at Suspect Haro. 


[АВ Note: Deputy Inzunza did not recall how many rounds he fired. 


Deputy Inzunza said Suspect Haro disappeared by “ducking” down. He said the 
suspect reappeared and opened the suspect vehicle's driver's side door for the second 
time. He said he then heard Suspect Haro pressing on the gas and revving the suspect 
vehicle’s engine. Deputy Inzunza said that he continued to tell Suspect Haro to put his 
hands up and ordered him to “stop the car.” Deputy Inzunza said Suspect Haro looked 
back at him, made eye contact with the “gun” under his left arm pointed toward him and 
said “fuck you.” Deputy Inzunza said fearing Suspect Haro was going to back the 
suspect vehicle up and ram him or shoot him, he fired more rounds as he moved to the 
back of the patrol vehicle. 


IAB Note: Deputy Inzunza did not recall how many rounds he fired. 


Deputy Inzunza said as he was shooting, Suspect Haro closed the door again. The 
suspect then turned around, put his knees on the driver's seat and faced Deputy 
Inzunza with the “gun” in his hand. Deputy Inzunza said he feared that Suspect Haro 
was taking a shooting stance in order to shoot him. Deputy Inzunza said he fired more 
rounds. 


IAB Note: Deputy Inzunza did not recall how many rounds he fired. 


Deputy Inzunza said Suspect Haro ducked back down in the driver's seat for a couple 
of seconds. He said when he saw the suspect again, the suspect’s back was toward 
him and he was leaning forward and pointing the muzzle of the “gun” toward Deputy 
Stoll. He said knowing that Deputy Stoll did not have any cover in his position, he fired 
more rounds at that point, from the rear of the patrol vehicle, near the left rear tire. 
Deputy Inzunza then moved toward the passenger side of the patrol vehicle. He heard 
Suspect Haro saying “Okay, Okay, Okay. | give up. | give up.” Deputy Inzunza held 
Suspect Haro at gunpoint until responding units arrived. 


IAB Note: See Exhibit “F” A 12-15 foot Aluminum wall/chain linked 
fence, which was the shooting backdrop for both 
deputies. 


SUSPECT STATEMENTS 
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Haro, Julio 


Suspect Haro said he “got shot by the cops, this morning,” a block next to Alameda 
Street. He said he stole the car that he was driving on the morning of the shooting. He 
said he saw the deputies patrol car behind him and he “took off.” He said he didn't let 
the deputies get near him, and he ended up crashing the stolen car. He said he hit the 
sidewalk. 


IAB Note: Both deputies Inzunza and Stoll said they saw the suspect 
vehicle hit the wall. 


Suspect Haro said he does not know why the deputy shot him. He said he never had a 
concealed weapon, pulled out a weapon, or pointed a weapon at the deputies. 

He said he did not get out of the car and never opened the car door. He said that the 
car door was locked throughout the entire incident, until back up deputies arrived and 
told him to unlock the door. 


Suspect Haro said he recalled hearing the deputy who shot him ordering him to put his 
hands up. He said he put his hands up, but then heard gun shots, so he put his hands 
down so he wouldn’t get shot. He said he told the deputy that he was already hit and 
that his hand was giving out. He said he knew two deputies were behind him, but he 
only heard the deputy who shot him giving him commands. 


Suspect Haro said he found the security guard shirt that he was wearing at the time of 
the shooting in the stolen car. He said he is not a security guard. He said he put the 
security guard shirt on because he “liked it.” 


Suspect Haro declined to answer additional details about the stolen vehicle and about 
Suspect Trejo, who was the passenger in the vehicle. Suspect Haro stated that he had 
been using marijuana and methamphetamine on the morning of the shooting. 


TREJO, Alejandro 


Suspect Trejo said that at 0620 hrs. on the morning of the shooting, his “homeboy” 
picked him up from his house ( to go get something to eat. He 
said he was in the front passenger seat of the car, and his “homeboy” (Suspect Haro) 
took off in the car and was driving fast. He said Suspect Haro crashed the car at the 
corner. 


Suspect Trejo said after the crash, he looked behind them and saw a police car with its 
overhead lights on. He said he was on probation and didn’t want to get caught. He 
said he climbed out of the partially open front passenger's window, by standing on the 
seat. As he stepped out of the car, he fell. He said he then heard shots, so he laid 
down. 
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Suspect Trejo said he did not have a gun, nor did he know anything about a gun. 
During the interview, Suspect Trejo said that the gun was already in the car when his 
“homebody” picked him up. He said he was afraid of what other people might have 
done with the gun so he didn't want to claim ownership of it. He said he knew that if the 
owner got caught with the gun, he would be incarcerated. He added that he was 
currently on juvenile probation for MEE He said he 
tried throwing the gun out of the open window after the crash, but the gun fell on the 
floor board of the car. Suspect Trejo said he climbed out of the window with the gun, so 
he could throw it a second time. He said as he got out of the car window he fell. He 
said as he got several feet away from the car, he said he threw the gun and then ran 
toward Alameda Street. He said he was shot in the right leg.

Parker: You said that you - - once you got your suspect under control, passenger 
suspect, then you focused on the driver suspect?

Parker: How did you focus on the driver suspect? 

Stoll: Based on where | was, | had taken myself away from any kind of cover or 
concealment or anything.

However, | did look 
over to make sure he was okay, and he wasn’t harmed or anything. | 
looked to see where he was and | believe at one point behind our vehicle 
(inaudible). 

Parker: And you said that you put the radio traffic out? 

Stoll: Yes, | did. 

Parker: Do you remember what you put out? 

Stoll: | put out that we had been involved in a shooting. | put out the location. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Stoll: | advised our unit there was nobody outstanding, that we didn’t need any 
type of containment. Fire and paramedics for both the suspects. 

Parker: So you did put out that both - - that both deputies, both you and Deputy 
Inzunza were involved in separate shootings? Or... 

Stoll: | just said one incident. 

Parker: So basically the other deputies didn’t really know that you guys had two 
suspects? 

Stoll: | No, | said there was - - | said we had one detained on the ground, which 
was our passenger. 

Parker: Okay. 

Stoll: And then at that point when | was putting out the radio traffic, the driver 
was totally uncooperative and noncompliant. 

Parker: Okay. 
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Stoll: 


So | put that out to let our units know that we had somebody that’s, that 
has been engaging us, noncompliant inside the vehicle. 


Parker: Okay. 

Stoll: However, we don’t have anybody outstanding so we didn't - - we needed 
our units to where were know. 

Parker: And when that - - when that suspect in the car was being noncompliant, 
did you think that Deputy Inzunza still had, you know, had a handle on that 
suspect? 

Stoll: He had a handle on it, but the suspect was still a threat to us. 

Parker: So did you think you needed to engage that suspect? Or were you just - - 

Stoll: No, he had a handle on it. My responsibility | thought was the passenger. 

Parker: And when you first noticed both of those suspects, well, | know - - what 
was their demeanor? | know that one was getting out of the window. Was 
he saying anything? 

Stoll: No, not that | recall. 

Parker: Was he - - did he look at you guys? 

Stoll: He looked at us when he was crawling out of the window. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Stoll: And then he looked at me twice as he was running away. 

Parker: And do you remember the other guy’s demeanor? 

Stoll: No, | really didn’t pay much attention to him until | had already detained 
the passenger. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Stoll: And | could just tell he wasn't - - Inzunza was giving him commands to 
show his hands and all this other stuff, he wasn’t complying.

Stoll: He was making a lot of movement inside the car.

And had you had any contact with each of these suspects before? 


Stoll: The passenger | have. 

Parker: And what kind of contact had you had with him? 

Stoll: Гуе never arrested him. Never even given him a ticket or anything. 
However, he was one of the local gang members that | contacted, not on a 
daily basis, but pretty frequently. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Stoll: He was always out and about doing something. 

Parker: From which gang? 

Stoll: Florencia. 

Parker: So you knew who he was? 

Stoll: Yes. 

Parker: Have you ever seen the other guy before? 

Stoll: Мо, Руе never seen him. 

Parker: Okay. 

Bracken: — When the passenger got out of the vehicle, did you ever go in foot pursuit 
of him? 

Stoll: No. No. | think my first - - | exited the vehicle, ‘cause | thought | needed 
to get out of my car, because he was gonna start shooting at us. And then 
pretty quickly after that is when he turned at me and | fired that one round. 
And then it was more like | was following him to contain him. | did not 
want him to get Alameda or - - Alameda was going to be a threat, you 
know? If he got to Alameda with a gun. 

Bracken: You weren't very far from your own patrol car when you taken those 
shots? 

Stoll: No. 

Bracken: Did you have any cover when you were taking those shots? 

Stoll: No, | did not. 
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Parker: 


Let's see - - 


Bracken: Did - - the driver, was he struck by your partner's first round through the 
windshield? Do you know? Or was his vehicle hit? 

Stoll: No, his - - those rounds were directed toward the passenger. And I don't 
believe he was struck. . 

Bracken: Апа then so the driver was still in the car being uncooperative as far as 
you know? You don't know if he was injured in апу way? 

Stoll: He was. | believe he did sustained one gunshot wound. | don’t know at 
what point. 

Bracken: . Probably because when you were away dealing with your suspect, 
something happened to him to make him - - to have him be injured 
basically. 

Stoll: | believe so, yes. 

Bracken: Clarify your state of mind. 

Stoll: | was in fear for my life. From the minute we stopped our car until the 
minute we got the driver under control. 

Bracken: Your partners? Worried about his safety at all? 

Stoll: Yes, | was. 

Parker: And you guys were - - were you always like in, in, you Know, in 
communication - - not communication - - not verbally talking, but able to 
see Inzunza in view? 

Stoll: We were able to see each other. If there was any communication needed, 
there was an opportunity to do that; however, we both had confidence - - 
or | had confidence in him and knew that we didn’t need to tell each other 
what to do. We were handling our business. 

Bracken: X Basically shouting distance? 

Stoll: Yeah, we were. 

Parker: And how far away was Deputy Inzunza from you as far distance. 

Stoll: Our vehicle was probably about thirty feet to the west. 
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Parker: 


Did you ever have any contact with the suspect inside the vehicle? Driver 
suspect? 


Stoll: | believe | was also given him commands. After | had already detained the 
passenger. 

Parker: Okay. 

Stoll: And | could see that he was being noncompliant inside the car. Inzunza 
was giving him commands, and | believe that | was also, in case for any 
reason he couldn’t hear Inzunza. 

Parker: What commands were you giving him? 

Stoll: “Put your hands up.” “Let me see your hands.” That kind of... 

Parker: And do you remember if the suspect looked at you or - - acknowledged 
any of your commands? 

Stoll: Shortly thereafter, he did comply. So | don’t know if it was because of my 
commands or Inzunza’s. 

Parker: Do you remember having eye contact with that suspect inside the car? 

Stoll: No, | do not. 

Bracken: Were the windows tinted оп that vehicle? 

Stoll: | believe they were, but it was a very mild tint. Almost from a factory tint. 

Bracken: Could you see - - 

Stoll: The passenger window was rolled down, so | could see inside the car from 
where | was. 

Bracken: Could you see if that driver had a weapon? When he’s not complying 
during the time? 

Stoll: No. Or else | would have tried to take action on him. 

Parker: And do you remember if that window was rolled all the way down, or was it 

Stoll: No, partially. The passenger is a pretty small guy. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 
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Stoll: But the window wasn’t all the way down. He was able to climb out of it 
with it just partially (inaudible). 


Bracken: Did you have good target acquisition and sight alignment when you 
engaged your suspect? 


Stoll: Yes, | did. But it is a moving target. 
Parker: Okay. 
Stoll: So it made it a little more (inaudible). 


Bracken: Do you know where you struck - - struck him on the second shot? 
Stoll: | believe in the hip. 


Parker: Do you believe that from the position that you were standing that there 
could have been any cross fire situation with Deputy Inzunza shooting 
from where you were? 


Stoll: No, there’s not. 


Bracken: Апа as far as the radio traffic with you guys, since you've worked together 
before, was it already said that you were gonna be doing the radio traffic? 
Or did it depend on the situation? 


Stoll: Yeah, | think it depends on the situation. It was a nonverbal thing, and at 
no point did Deputy Inzunza try to step on me as | was on the radio. Kind 
of nonverbal thing that | would handle it. I’m pretty confident that if the 
passenger, or the driver would have been detained first, and | was still 
dealing with the passenger, then Inzunza would have got on the radio as | 
dealt with the passenger. 


Bracken: Verify when your passenger suspect turned, which way is he turning? 
What hand was the gun in? 


Stoll: It was in the left hand, and each time he turned to his right. 


Parker: And what was your reaction when you heard - - when you arrived behind 
the vehicle,, and you heard the shooting from inside of your vehicle? 


Stoll: | knew what he was shooting at. | knew he was shooting at the passenger 
who was climbing out of the vehicle with the gun in his hand. 


Parker: And you knew that it was Deputy Inzunza shooting? Did you ever think it 
was the suspect shooting? 
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Stoll: No, | did not. 


Parker: Okay. 

Parker: Do you have any questions, Deputy Stoll? 
Stoll: No. 

Parker: Okay. 


Bracken: Nothing to add? 

Stoll: Nothing to add. 

Parker: It’s 1050 - - 

Bracken: Oh, wait, one more. 

Parker: Okay. 

Bracken: Did the driver ever (inaudible) from the vehicle (inaudible)? 

Stoll: I’m not - - | didn’t do any follow-up investigation, | don’t believe so. 
Bracken: Okay.

Larin: 


5/24/2011, the time is 12:15 hours. Sergeants Larin and Cotter, Sheriff's 
Homicide. We’re conducting a follow up on a deputy involved shooting, case 
number 011-07798-2173-055. Here with, to interview Deputy Adam Stoll, from 
Century Station. Please introduce yourself for the purpose of the tape. 


Stoll: Adam Stoll, employee number ИЕ 

Larin: He’s with his attorney from Green and Shinee. 

Call: Audra Call with Green and Shinee, A-U-D-R-A, last name C-A-L-L. 

Estrada: Alfonso Estrada with Green and Shinee, A-L-F-O-N-S-O, E-S-T-R-A-D-A. 

Cotter: And I’m William Cotter, sergeant with Sheriff's Homicide Bureau. 

Larin: And we’re going to talk to Deputy Stoll about the shooting that occurred earlier 
today at about 6:44 hours the incident occurred. Were you dressed the same way 
you are right now? 

Stoll: Yes I was. 

Larin: So he’s in short sleeved, class A uniform, pin on badge, L.A. County Sheriff 
patches on each side of the arms, Sam Brown gunbelt, a radio strapped to the 
center of his chest, green pants and you have boots. Shoes, boots, what do you 
wear? 

Stoll: Boots. 

Larin: And a side arm, and what kind of gun do you carry? 

Stoll: A Barretta 92F. 

Larin: And you were dressed like this this morning? 

Stoll: Yes I was.

What unit were you working this morning? 
Unit 216 Adam. 

216 Adam day shift, and who was your partner? 
Gonzalo Inzunza. 

And were you the driver or the passenger? 

He was the driver, I was the passenger. 


And some time this morning we had a timed incident of about 6:44. So some 
time this morning there was an incident that occurred and if you could just tell us 
what happened from the beginning, all the way to the end. 


We were driving eastbound on Nadeau Street, from the area of Whitsett Avenue, 
on routine patrol. Driving normal traffic speeds of about thirty, thirty five miles 
per hour. We see a vehicle driving at a high rate of speed approximately two 
hundred yards or so in front of us, weaving in and out of traffic, approaching 
Alameda, Alameda Street. We increase speed to catch up to the vehicle in order 
to conduct a traffic stopped based on the vehicle code violations. We got within a 
hundred or a hundred and fifty yards from the vehicle when it made a strong turn 
northbound on Lou Dillion Avenue, at a high rate of speed. We were still very far 
behind the vehicle, no lights were on, no sirens or anything like that. The car, as 
we made a turn, our turn onto Lou Dillion Avenue approximately ten to fifteen 
seconds later, we saw the vehicle continuing to drive at a high rate of speed 
northbound on Lou Dillion Avenue. It was probably a hundred and fifty yards 
away from us at that point also. As we drove northbound on Lou Dillion, we saw 
the vehicle approach the intersection of 76" Street, at which time we saw an 
attempt to make an eastbound turn onto 76" Street. Looked like he was unable to 
make the turn and it collided with a business that was on the north side of the 
street. We were approximately at about 77^ Street when that accident occurred, 
which is probably a good hundred yards away from that traffic accident. We 
drove to that location of the traffic accident in order to check on the welfare of the 
people inside the vehicle, when we saw, as we drove up to the vehicle and 
stopped, we saw a passenger exiting out of the front passenger window. We then 
saw him look in our direction, turn his body towards us and saw that he possessed 
a firearm in his left hand. He looked as if he was going to engage us with the 
firearm. I exited the passenger door of our patrol vehicle as Deputy Inzunza - 
engaged the suspect by firing numerous rounds from inside the vehicle. I then 
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Larin: 


Stoll: 


saw the passenger run eastbound on the north sidewalk of 76" Street. He took 
maybe three to four steps, he then turned in my direction and looked at me and 
pointed the firearm in my direction with his left hand. Fearing for my life, I fired 
one round from that, from where I was, about ten to fifteen feet away from my 
vehicle. He then continued running eastbound. I reassessed, went to follow him 
as he was running towards Alameda Street, which is very highly populated with 
vehicles and pedestrians. He then turned a second time toward me, engaged me a 
second time with the firearm. I then fired a second round at him. He then acted 
as if he was hit by the round, as his legs buckled. He then, with his left hand, 
threw the firearm over his left shoulder. It landed somewhere in the vicinity of 
where the vehicle had collided. He then went down to the ground. I detained him 
at gunpoint, got on our radio and asked for assistance. Advised that we’d been 
involved in a shooting, that there was two suspects involved. Meanwhile, Deputy 
Inzunza was still giving orders to the driver inside the vehicle. I heard his orders, 
I was keeping an eye on the passenger, giving him orders as well to keep his hands 
out to the side, because it wasn’t safe for me to approach yet, because if I had 
approached, I would have been at a disadvantage to where the driver was. The 
driver, I was, I had separated myself from the vehicle and any cover and the point 
being, why I did that is because I thought he was going to be a threat to anybody 
that was on Alameda Street. Once he went down, I just gave him orders to put his 
hands out, where I could detain him at gunpoint, a safe distance away from him 
and at an advantage of angles, away from the driver. As I was giving him orders, I 
looked over at Deputy Inzunza to make sure he was okay and I saw he was behind 
our radio car, reloading more ammunition. I was able to see my angle at a decent 
angle, and the driver, I could see inside the car. So I gave the driver additional 
orders, told him to surrender himself and put his hands high in the air where he 
was, until the assisting units arrived and we were able to take both suspects into 
custody. 


When you were in the process of detaining, this is after the shooting, did you hear 
anymore rounds being fired? 


I heard more rounds being fired as I was putting out the foot pursuit. The 
passenger had already gone down. So it gave me, that was my threat. To back it 
up a little bit, there was some dialogue between Inzunza and I. When I exited our 
car, I determined I was going to commit myself to that threat. I saw him, he had a 
firearm and he was running with it. I was going to commit myself to him. There 
was some dialogue between myself and Inzunza, I said something along the lines 
of, “You get the driver, you get the car.” So when I went over and dealt with that 
threat, the passenger, and he went down, then he was no longer a threat in my - 
opinion, he was listening to my commands. I that gave me the time to put out the 
assistance request and when I was doing that I heard additional rounds being fired 
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by Deputy Inzunza. 


Larin: And when you said you, at that point in time, at some point in time you had a 
chance to give verbal commands to the suspect remaining in the car? 

Stoll: Yes sir. 

Larin: Did you see him through an open door, did you see him through a window? How 
did you see him? 

Stoll: I think I was looking through the passenger door. It was still closed, as the 
passenger had climbed out of the window. I think I had a decent angle where I 
could see from where I was standing, in the driver’s area of the car. I couldn’t see 
his whole body. It seemed like he was trying to make himself small inside the car, 
but he was making a lot of movements. I could tell he wasn’t listening to 
Inzunza’s commands, because at one point I put out, as I was asking for 
assistance, we have the passenger down, he’s being detained, but we have the 
driver, he was being uncooperative inside the car. He wasn’t listening to my 
commands and Inzunza either had made commands before mine or after mine. He 
was still acting kind of erratic inside the car. 

Larin: How about the suspect vehicle, was the motor on? 

Stoll: I believe so, yes. 

Larin: Did you hear the revving of an engine or could you tell pitch change in the motor? 

Stoll: I couldn't, I had, I had separated myself a good distance away from the car and to 
be honest, my primary focus was on the passenger who I was engaging at the time. 

Larin: So were you closer to Alameda at that point? 

Stoll: Yes I was. 

Larin: Or closer to Lou Dillion? 

Stoll: Closer to Alameda. 

Larin: And were you on the south curb, north curb? 
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Stoll: I was closest to the south curb. The suspect, the passenger was down on the north 
curb and I was trying to keep a distance where I could, I could deal with him and 
have him listen to my commands, but I could also not put myself in a position 
where the driver had an advantage on me if he had a firearm he wanted to shoot. 

Cotter: Do you remember if the car had any headlights on? 

Stoll: I don’t think I ever saw the front of the car. 

Cotter: And the interior lights in the car come on, off, do you remember anything like 
that? 

Stoll: I don’t recall. 

Cotter: And how many times do you think you fired? 

Stoll: Two to three times. 

Cotter: That was all from the street, not from your car? 

Stoll: Yeah, that’s correct. 

Cotter: And that’s as you, did you ever fire when the guy was still in the car or he had 
already exited the car before -- 

Stoll: He already exited. 

Cotter: Before he pointed the gun at you? 

Stoll: Well he pointed a gun at me when I was in the car. 

Cotter: Uh huh. 

Stoll: But I didn’t engage him until I exited the vehicle. 

Larin: So were you running basically parallel to him? 

Stoll: Yeah.

It wasn’t really, I wasn’t really running. I was, he was running eastbound, when 
he turned and he engaged me. So that’s when I fired. I closed the distance more 
when he went down and that way I could cover him and deal with the rest of the 
situation also. 


Do you remember where you were when you fired? In the street or how far away 
from your radio car? 


I think the first one was probably within ten feet of the radio car and then when he 
continued running, I paralleled him on the south curbline and then I, when I fired 
the second time, it was probably twenty or so, twenty five feet away from our car. 


So you never went in pursuit of him, the vehicle? 
No, no. 
No broadcast on that? 


No. They were driving pretty erratically, but I’ve been involved in a couple 
pursuits and I don’t think they were driving that way, because I don’t even think 
they knew we were here, we were there. They were doing their own thing and I 
don’t think they had any clue that we were in the area. And that, that also came a 
point when, when he was climbing out of the window, he looked like he was 
surprised that we were even there. You know, like he was, he was committing 
himself to coming out the window, and he was going, and then he kind of stopped 
and looked, like oh shit, it’s the cops, and then he kind of determined am I going 
to run or am I going to engage these guys. And that’s when he turned towards us 
from inside, from being in the window still, and engaged us. 


And his upper torso is out of the car, out of the open window and was his -- 
Yeah I think the window, he’s a small guy, but the window was partially rolled 
up, but he was maybe not to his bellybutton, but he was committed to being 


outside that window. 


And was his chest facing his hood or was his back to the glass or was it the other 
way around? 


Originally when he was coming out of the window, his back was to the vehicle. 


So his back and butt were to the door? 
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Stoll: РИ describe it, his back was up against the door frame I would say, and he was оп 
his way out. If we had been there a couple seconds later, he would have been 
completely out of the vehicle, but then when he looked and saw it was us, he 
pulled himself back into the car a little bit and then turned in a southward 
direction, with the gun in his hand, his left hand, as if he was going to fire toward 
us. 

Cotter: And that’s when Inzunza fired? 

Stoll: Yes. 

Cotter: Did you give the suspect with the gun any verbal commands? 

Stoll: No, I don’t believe so. Other than after he was down you know, I gave him 
commands and he complied. 

Larin: And after the second round and I think you said his legs buckled, that’s when he 
threw the gun? 

Stoll: Yeah, he threw the gun up over his left shoulder and it just tumbled in the air and 
it landed somewhere near the, where the car had collided with the fence or 
whatever. 

Cotter: Do you, could you describe the gun? 

Stoll: It looked like a long barrel revolver. Like an older model. Maybe like a six inch 
barrel. It was very distinct and it was, I mean I would say it’s like a 38 or 
something. It wasn’t anything too crazy, but it was pretty big and light. 

Cotter: And do you recall calling for paramedics or anybody? 

Stoll: Yeah. Yeah once you, once the suspect went, the passenger went down and the 
driver was finally complying with our orders, I asked, I said we needed rescue for 
the suspects who were both hit. 

Cotter: And so you saw, you guys was, your guy was hit in the legs? 

Stoll: Yeah, somewhere in the lower extremities. 

Cotter: And then did you see where the driver was injured? 

Stoll: No I didn’t, but I just saw there was blood you know, it seemed like there was 
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blood on his shoulders and his upper torso. So I asked for paramedics for both. 


Larin: Any transmissions on LTAC? 

Stoll: There was one transmission on LTAC. When they were driving at a high rate of 
speed, northbound on Lou Dillion, I thought that if we got a chance to get behind 
these guys, that just based on the way they’re driving, it might turn into a pursuit. 
So I asked for any Firestone unit in the area to start responding to that area, just in 
case it did turn out to a pursuit, so that they were there. That was it. 

Larin: Pretty scary deal? 

Stoll: Yeah, working out here is a pretty scary deal. But it’s all good. 

Larin: Alright. We asked you, did somebody take a picture of you in uniform? 

Stoll: Yes. 

Larin: Did the lab take pictures of you already? 

Stoll: Yes. 

Cotter: How long do you have on the Department? 

Stoll: About nine years. 

Cotter: And when did you go to the academy? 

Stoll: 2002, May of 2002. 

Cotter: And you went to, what was your next assignment? 

Stoll: Went to Wayside, PDC North. 

Cotter: And then did you come here after that? 

Stoll: I went to Operations Safe Jails at PDC in I think July of 2005, and then I came 
here in September of 2007. 

Cotter: Century in when of 2007? 

Stoll: September. 
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Larin: And how old are you? 

Stoll: 31. 

Cotter: PDC north and then OSJ, was the -- 

Stoll: That was in July of 2005. 

Cotter: So you graduated somewhere around what, November of ‘02? 

Stoll: Yes. 

Larin: Had you ever seen these guys before? 

Stoll: Yes. I’ve dealt with the passenger on numerous occasions. 

Larin: Yeah. Do you know his name? 

Stoll: No, I’ve been told in field interviews that he goes by the name of Flaco from 
Florencia. That’s the guy I’ve dealt with on numerous times (inaudible). This 
guy, I see him on almost a daily basis. 

Cotter: Trejo, Alejandro Trejo? 

Stoll: I don’t think I’ve ever arrested him or had any negative contacts with him. 

Cotter: Trejo’s the guy that had the gun? 

Stoll: Yes. 

Cotter: Had you ever seen the driver before? 

Stoll: I don’t believe so. Not prior to today, I don’t -- 

Cotter: Okay. This photo of Trejo was, it looks like a 6-8-10 picture. 

Stoll: Yeah, as soon as I saw him exiting the window, I knew exactly who he was. 

Cotter: Do you know if he’s from a gang? 

Stoll: Yeah, I think he’s from Florencia 13. 
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Cotter: Gun? 

Stoll: Yeah. 

Larin: Your duty weapon, you said it’s a Barretta 92F? 

Stoll: Yes. 

Larin: And do you load it yourself? 

Stoll: Yes I do. 

Larin: And do you carry Department issued ammunition? 

Stoll: Yes I do. 

Cotter: Go ahead and take it out of the holster. And is it in the same condition right now 
as when you fired your rounds, you put it on safe and put it back in the holster? 

Stoll: Yes I did. 

Cotter: Go ahead and make it safe first. Take the magazine out. And then eject, around 
the chamber, eject it. Okay, you can lock the slide back for us. 

Larin: And you carry it 15 plus 1? 

Stoll: Yes. 

Cotter: And did you do any reloading during this? 

Stoll: No I did not. 

Larin: It’s a Barretta 92FS, blue steel. It has the standard black plastic grips with a 
rubber band around where I assume for your surefire? 

Stoll: Yes sir. 

Larin: Is it a surefire attachment on the front of the weapon, for a flashlight? So the grip, 
the band around the grip is for the light attachment. It activates the light. The 
serial number on the weapon is BER122761Z, as in zebra. 

Cotter: And that’s a nine millimeter, correct? 
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It’s a nine millimeter and the surefire is an X300 attachment. One round in the 


мн chamber, head stand up is Wynn 9MM luger. Standard Barretta magazine with 
Deputy Stoll’s last name and the employee number of ЕЕ engraved on the 
bottom. 

Cotter: Do you load your mags with fifteen? 

Stoll: Yes I do. 

Cotter: One in the аре is sixteen, and you have an additional magazine іп your 
gunbelt? 

Stoll: Yes. 

Cotter: How many do you carry? 

Stoll: Two, two magazines. 

Cotter: Two additional with fifteen each? Okay. 

Larin: Two additional or two total? 

Stoll: Two additional. 

Larin: So fourteen rounds.

Inzunza: 216 Adam. 

Parker: And what time did your shift start that day? 

Inzunza: 0500. 

Parker: What time did it end? 

Inzunza: 1500. 

Parker: And how long had you and Stoll been working together? 
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Inzunza: Руе known Stoll since, | wanna say he got there, | wanna say a year after | 
got there, at Century. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: So throughout that time, or throughout that span, we periodically worked in 
the same car, very limited amount of times. Maybe a handful of times. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: But | have known Deputy Stoll for approximately five years. 

Parker: ^ So you worked in the car a limited amount of time? 

Inzunza: Yes, | wanna say maybe a handful of times as a partner in the same car.

Inzunza: But we worked several times as sister cars. 

Parker: And would you say the communication that you had with Stoll, tell me 
about that.

Inzunza: They're adjacent to each other. Both streets are north and south street. 
And | came up to stop sign right off of Nadeau. Nadeau is an east and 
west street. When | came to a stop at the stop sign, | saw this Honda 
traveling eastbound on Nadeau at a high rate of speed. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: It caught my attention because of that, at first, and then also when the 
driver looked at me in a startled look. The driver did. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: As he was passing us by. Again, as he’s going south. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: | had traffic coming westbound on Nadeau, so | couldn't make a left turn 
when | wanted to. By the time | was able to make that left turn, the Honda 
was, | wanna say that he was approximately seven-five to a hundred 
yards in front of us. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: As | make the left turn, that’s when | see the Honda weaving in and out of 
the number one and the number two lanes back and forth. As he’s doing 
that, the cars that he’s cutting off, they're slamming on the brakes - - the 
brake lights, and also those vehicles, you know, the whole weight of the 
car going forward, as though they’re slamming the brakes. | see these 
cars braking hard. 

Parker: Okay. 
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Inzunza: That caught my attention. On that particular day, the car that we had was 
an old car and wasn’t, wasn’t going as fast as | wanted it to go to catch up. 
So the next thing | saw was this car, this Honda, making a left turn. So 
now he’s gonna be going northbound on Lou Dillon from Nadeau. When 
he makes that left turn, | thought he was gonna lose control ‘cause he 
made a wild left turn, really, really fast. Like a hard left. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: Pretty much. By the time | got to that same intersection, | saw the car, 
and at this point, it was probably the same distance, about seven-five, a 
hundred yards in front of me at least. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: When | made that left turn, almost immediately there was a truck that was 
on Lou Dillon facing northbound. It was stopped. And this truck had junk 
on the bed of the truck. A Chevy type, style truck. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: So | lost sight of this Honda for a split second. | remember putting the 
horns to get him out of the way. He kind of moved a little bit, and then | 
went to the left to veer left and that’s when | saw the car again, the Honda. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: Traveling very, very fast down Lou Dillon. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: Almost at that time he - - it T’s off on 76 and Lou Dillon, so he had to either 
go left or right. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: It looks as though he chose to go right, but he went very fast and he 
ended up crashing, or TC-ing up against the wall on 76 and Lou Dillon.

Inzunza: Didn't see any smoke, so he didn't put the brakes at all.

Inzunza: He just hit.

Inzunza: | wanna say | continued going, traveling northbound. | probably got there | 
wanna say maybe no more than five second from that time. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: As lm coming up to - - as the car is coming to a stop. | had my gun drawn 
in my right hand. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: | had my left hand was putting it on park. So as I’m putting it on park, | 
had my vision already straight forward at the car, | see the passenger 
climbing out of the passenger door window. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: He’s climbing out, pretty much. He’s climbing out. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: | see the gun in his right hand as he’s climbing out, then | see him look in 
our direction, again, almost, this happened so fast, almost immediately. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: He had this startled look on his face, like he just saw a ghost. His eyes 
were just huge. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: He looked at us in our direction, he turned his body towards where we 
were at, and the gun was on his - - couldn't tell you. | saw it coming out of 
the window like on his right hand, but when he turned towards us, it was 
center mass on his chest area with both his hands here.

Inzunza: So when | saw that muzzle holding it towards us, fearing he was going to 
shoot at me and my partner, or at us, | remember telling my partner at the 
same time, “Gun, gun, gun, gun.” 

Parker: Uh-huh. 
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Inzunza: | lean forward in front of Stoll’s, you know, head, and | shot a three rounds 
from inside the car. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: Towards the threat. Shot three rounds. At that same instant, Stoll was 
already coming out of the car. I’m coming out of my car. | see the guy 
climb out of the car now. Out of the Honda. | remember his right leg 
coming out of the car going down, stepping down. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: And then at that point | remember Stoll saying, “You got the driver.” Even 
if he wouldn’t have said it, my focus was already on the driver, the driver 
was bouncing around already. He was already - - ‘cause | could see his 
see his head weaving back - - up and down. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: Uh - - 

Bracken: Inside the car? 

Inzunza: Inside the car still. And then (inaudible) | see the driver just run, run 
toward Alameda. Running westbound. 

Parker: You saw the pass - - 

Inzunza: | saw the passenger. The passenger. At that same instant, the driver 
opened the door. He opened the door with his left hand. On his right 
hand he had what | thought was a gun. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: He looked at me eye to eye, he made eye to eye contact, | was yelling at 
him, "put your hands up, put your hands up." 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: He looked under - - it was under his arm pit 'cause he was slouched over 
really low. 

Parker: Okay. 
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Inzunza: And, uh, under his arm pit saw what | thought was a gun, and | ended up 
firing two or three rounds at that, at that instant right there. As he’s closing 
the door. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: Then | see this gun flying back towards our direction, ‘cause it caught my 
eye | see this, this long barrel or revolver flying back in our direction, 
landing on their hood and bouncing somewhere in front of the Honda. 

Parker: Okay, the hood, the hood - - 

Inzunza: The hood of the Honda. 

Parker: - - of the suspect car? 

Inzunza: Yeah. The gun hit the suspect's car. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: Hit the hood, 'cause | saw it bounce off the hood and land fall forward, 
where it ended up being somewhere in the bushes (inaudible). 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: When the guy closes the door, | see him lean toward the passenger - - 
toward the passenger window ledge, or doorframe, with, with the black 
thing in his hand, and | remember seeing what | thought was a barrel, and 
| say this after looking at it after the fact, because the thing that | saw was 
a portable radio. 

Parker: So did this come from the pas - - from the driver’s side and go over to the - 

Inzunza: Yeah, just his upper torso, went over. Like he leaned forward. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: Toward the passenger side window. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: Or doorframe. 

Parker: Okay. 
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Inzunza: But his lower portion of the body - - | could tell he was leaning forward. 

Parker: But he was still in the passenger - - he was still in the driver side of the 
vehicle? 

Inzunza: Yes. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: When he did that, | saw the black, what | thought was a muzzle, pointing 
toward Stoll. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: And fearing he was gonna start shooting at Stoll, | shot more rounds at 
that point. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: Towards the threat, towards the suspect. He went down. | saw - - | saw - 
- he disappeared. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: He disappeared. He came back, again, then | see the door open up. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Bracken: For a second time? 

Inzunza: Yeah. At that time - - 

Bracken: | Which door? 

Inzunza: The driver door. The driver door. That's when | recall him revving up the 
engine, just really, you know, rrrrrr, rrrrrr, just high pitch, low pitch, just 
revving up the gas. The gas pedal. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: Then | do hear the gears grinding as though he’s trying to put it on 
reverse, ‘cause the lights go on really quick, and then off, the reverse 
lights. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 
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Inzunza: So he’s putting it in gear, trying to put it in gear. Рт yelling at this guy, 
“Put your hands up. Put your hands up. Stop the car.” 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: Or turn off I engine, | think | was saying. Kept on doing it. Revving up the 
engine. Hearing those grinding gears. Then that stopped. As far as the 
gears grinding. Opened up the door - - 

Parker: When he opened the door the second time, when the revving of the 
engine started, did he close the door or was the door still open? 

Inzunza: It opened for a short period - - it was real fast. It opened - - 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: He said “fuck you,” something, and then leaned towards the right real 
quick. 

Parker: Okay. Did he look back at you? 

Inzunza: Each time he opened up the door, he looked at me. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: Maybe to see where | was at. 

Parker: Through the rearview mirror, or - - 

Inzunza: No, ma’am. | saw his face. Each time | saw his face. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: He looked at me. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: We definitely made eye to eye contact. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: And he still had that, what | believed was a gun still in his right hand, and 
(inaudible) it was under his - - under his left arm.

Then again duck when he did it 
couple seconds earlier when he leaned forward and he points that, he 
leans forward like again ‘cause the passenger door - -

see that muzzle, muzzle-like black thing towards Stoll. 

Parker: Is he still facing towards you, or had he turned around?

Inzunza: ‘Cause | remember telling him are you okay? | remember telling him once 
or twice, “Are you okay?” So as | reloaded, | pop back up and | had visual 
on the suspect again.

That was the first time | saw his hands go up, left and right. And it was the 
first time | saw him not move. It was the first time where he actually just 
stood still, following my commands. Uhm, | started creeping up to the 
passenger door, which Stoll had left open. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: And | could hear him louder now, “Okay, | give up. | give up. Okay, | give 
up.” 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: And then | creep up to the passenger side of the suspect’s vehicle, then | 
could see that he was sitting down slouched over to the right, and | could 
see - - | could see him bleeding from his chest and from his upper torso. 

Parker: Okay. 
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Inzunza: He tells me, “Can | put my right hand down?” “Can | put my hand down?” 
And then, believing that he still had the gun somewhere under his, under 
his thigh, | thought he was trying to ruse me into put his hands to get the 
gun and shoot me, | tell him, “No, keep your hands up.” 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: He ends up resting his right hand behind the back of his head. So he’s 
stays in that position. 

‘Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: | asked him, “Are you okay? You been shot?” He goes, “Yeah, I’ve been 
- -” | think he said, “Yeah, | got shot.” | said, “Okay, sit tight. Fire’s 
coming.” 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: ГІІ stay here until the ambulance (inaudible) Firefighters coming. Couple 
minutes go by, unit gets there, take him out of the car. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: While they’re taking him out of the car, | tell my partner, hey head’s up, | 
haven't patted him down yet, he still probably has the strap somewhere оп 
his body. 

Bracken: Okay, ‘cause you were holding him at gunpoint? 

Inzunza: | was holding him at gunpoint. 

Bracken: Okay. 

Inzunza: They get there, take him out of the car, and they handcuff him. 

Bracken: How long did it take for the first unit to respond? If you remember? 

Inzunza: Couple minutes. 

Bracken: Okay. 

Inzunza: | mean it’s hard to say. Two minutes maybe. 

Bracken: Okay. 

Inzunza: It felt like | was holding him at gunpoint for a while. 
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Bracken: Апа do you remember who it was that responded? 

Inzunza: |, I, | don’t recall who was the first ones there, but | do recall seeing a face. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: | just don’t know if that was person that actually took him out of my car. 

Parker: Okay. 

Bracken: Зо as you approached him, approached the suspect vehicle in the 
passenger side and verified that he was shot or whatever, was your 
partner coming up with you? Or where was he? 

Inzunza: No, ma’am. He stayed - - he stayed to my right detaining suspect - - the 
passenger. 

Bracken: Now that passenger, did you see if he was on the ground already with 
(inaudible)? 

Inzunza: | saw he was on the ground, yes. | saw he was down on the ground. And 
he was - - Stoll had him on (inaudible) over there. 

Bracken: Was he handcuffed? Or do you know? 

Inzunza: Мо, he wasn't. | couldn't tell you if he was handcuffed. | don't think he 
was. Not yet. 

Parker: When you first - - when you first got on Nadeau St. and you were driving 
toward the vehicle, the suspect vehicle, how far - - how far away were you 
when you saw the TC. Did you actually see the TC? 

Inzunza: Yeah, | saw him hitting the wall. 

Parker: Okay. And how - - 

Inzunza: That was Lou Dillon, though, that wasn't Nadeau. 

Parker: Okay, Lou Dillon. Okay. Okay. How far away - - how far away were you 
and your partner in the vehicle when you saw that? 

Inzunza: | was approximately - - we were still far away. Uh, speaking in terms of 
yards, | wanna say maybe seven-five to a hundred yards. 

Parker: Okay. 
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Inzunza: We were far away still. 

Parker: Okay. You said it took about five seconds to get over there? 

Inzunza: Approximately, yeah. Around there. It felt as though it was five seconds. 

Parker: And how - - 

Inzunza: | wanna Say. 

Parker: And when you stopped, you went up behind the vehicle. 

Inzunza: Yes, ma’am. 

Parker: How far were you? 

Inzunza: ГІ say if it wasn't a car length, maybe half a car length. Around there. 

Parker: Which would be what? Maybe about - - 

Inzunza: I’m good with yards, (inaudible) so approximately eight yards. 

Parker: And at that time, did you see how many people were in the car? 

Inzunza: Two. | definitely saw at least two people in the Honda. 

Parker: Where the windows - - back windows tinted? 

Inzunza: It was tinted. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: Very, very light tint where | could still see, had a good visual of, of - - 
inside the vehicle. 

Parker: Did you know if anybody was maybe ducking down inside the backseat or, 
uhm, how do you know that there were only two people? 

Inzunza: Well, | couldn't tell you if anybody was ducking, ‘cause | didn't see 
anybody - - | couldn't tell you. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: But all | saw was the two people in the car. The passenger and the driver: 

Parker: Okay. 
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Inzunza: And again, as lm coming to a stop, | just use - - my attention was toward 
the passenger coming out of the car. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: And | see the gun being pointed towards us. And the driver. | didn’t see 
anyone else. 

Parker: So when you first came up, did you ever see the driver in the driver seat 
and the passenger in the passenger seat? 

Inzunza: Did | see them? Yes. 

Parker: No, was the driver - - l'm sorry, was the passenger in the driver seat? Or 
was he crawling out the window? 

Inzunza: The passenger was in the passenger seat climbing out - - 

Parker: Was - - like was he sitting down or was he just climbing? 

Inzunza: He was already climbing. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: Yeah, he was already climbing. 

Parker: And when you first - - okay, when you first saw the vehicle, when you were 
traveling one way and he was traveling the other way, you were traveling - 

Inzunza: | was at a stop sign when | first saw him traveling eastbound on Nadeau. 

Parker: So did you turn around just to go make a traffic stop of that car? 

Inzunza: Yes. Based on the way he was - - he was going maybe 60 or 80 miles per 
hour on Nadeau. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: So he was already speeding. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: And then by me observing him weaving in and out of traffic, causing 
vehicles to brake abruptly - - 
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Parker: 


Uh-huh. 


Inzunza: - - it my opinion, we're talking reckless. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: So my intention was to go do a traffic stop. 

Parker: Okay. 

Bracken: Nadeau, is that a residential street? 

Inzunza: Yes, it is, ma’am. 

Bracken: Kind of a one-way in each direction? 

Inzunza: East and west. Two lanes. 

Bracken: What was your experience with the Hondas? Being on patrol. 

Inzunza: People - - people tend - - we get those cars stolen all the time. (Inaudible) 
working that area, we come across a lot of gangsters who like, for some 
reason, they like stealing those cars and being around those cars. 

Parker: Deputy Inzunza, how fast were you driving? 

Inzunza: At what point, ma’am? 

Parker: To try to catch up to the Honda? 

Inzunza: I'll say approximately maybe 40 miles per hour, 45. 

Bracken: Okay. 

Inzunza: On Nadeau. 

Bracken: | What was the traffic like? 

Inzunza: It was, believe it or not, it was pretty heavy. 

Parker: Oh, | believe it. 

Inzunza: It was - - | can't say it was light. Maybe medium. 

Parker: | believe it was (inaudible). 
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Inzunza: ‘Cause it was 6:44, 6:30ish. Some people going to work, going to school. 

Parker: Uh-huh. And were you driving safely? 

Inzunza: Yes, ma’am. | was. 

Parker: Following all the rules of the road? 

Inzunza: Yes, тағат. 

Parker: And you mentioned that it was about 6:45 in the morning? 

Inzunza: Yes. 

Parker: How was the lighting out? 

Inzunza: It was not - - the sun - - it was daylight. It was not cloudy. It was not 
(inaudible). It was a nice day. 

Parker: Okay. And was it raining? 

Inzunza: No, it was not. 

Parker: Okay. Now - - 

Bracken: Did it seem like the driver of the Honda was - - knew you were there and 
trying to get away from you? Were you in pursuit? 

Inzunza: No. He - - well, were we in pursuit? We were not. Was he trying to get 
away from me? Uh, | can't say that because like we're so far away. It just 
seemed like he was driving - - he was driving reckless on the road. 

Parker: Did you say that you thought he knew that you guys were behind him? 

Inzunza: | don’t think he knew we were behind him. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: We were so far away. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: | just know he was driving reckless. 

Parker: But you did say you had eye contact with him earlier. 
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Inzunza: Yes, he did see me. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Bracken: But by that time you were able to make that turn, they were so far away? 

Inzunza: Oh, yeah, yeah. He doesn't know if we were behind him or not because 
the - - | know when he made that turn on Lou Dillon from Nadeau, he 
couldn't have seen us because we weren't even near that area yet. 

Parker: So you think that he had swerved in and out of traffic, and he was so far 
up that he thought - - 

Inzunza: He got away maybe. 

Parker: Yeah. What were you thinking when you saw that - - when you saw him 
slam into the wall? What were you thinking at that time? 

Inzunza: Based on my experience, | knew we had - - we had something. Either, 
either | - - | know there was gangsters in the car, ‘cause, again, | saw 
them, like at the stop sign. 

Parker: And how do you know they were gangsters? 

Inzunza: Well, | - - | could see he was bald. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: By the look he gave me. He looked very, very startled. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: And then at that point was when they really sped up. 

Parker: · Bald, did he have other characteristics? 

Inzunza: He had tattoos. He had tattoos on the side of his head. On the back of 
his head. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: And, again, | did - - | did - - | did have prior contacts with him before, so | 
recognized him. 

Parker: Did you recognize him at the time you saw him, uhm - - 
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Inzunza: Not - - not - - | was - - | wasn’t a hundred percent sure if it was that guy 
who | saw many times. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: But | know it was close enough to say hey, that’s probably the guy from 
Florence. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: A gang in our area. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: So that image intrigued my suspicious, my suspiciousness. 

Parker: Were you guys able to catch a plate? A license plate? 

Inzunza: We were not. We were so far away. 

Parker: What about when you first encountered him, were you able to see the 
front plate at all? Or was there one? 

Inzunza: Yeah, there was a rear plate. 

Parker: A front 

Inzunza: | can't tell you about the front plate, ‘cause we never saw the front - - 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: - - of the car, to tell you there was a plate. 

Parker: So you didn’t notice it when you guys were - - the first encounter? 

Inzunza: No, ma’am. 

Call:: You're going like this, like they're coming head towards each other. | don't 
think they ever were (inaudible) 

Parker: Did you guys pass each other? 

Inzunza: No, ma’am. | was facing at a stop sign southbound. And they were 
traveling Nadeau eastbound. 

Parker: Okay. 
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Inzunza: So when | first saw him, it was probably maybe this position here. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: When | first saw him. So - - 

Bracken: — So that was when the car had already pretty much passed you. 

Inzunza: Pretty much. 

Bracken: What was your mind set - - what was your communication between your 
partner during the time when you guys were trying to catch up with the 
vehicle? Was there any? 

Inzunza: Yes, absolutely. | remember telling him, “Look at the way this guy’s 
driving.” “He’s driving crazy.” | remember telling him, “He’s driving crazy.” 
And | did tell him that | think | recognized driver from Florence. And then | 
told him, “Head’s up, you know, we might go, we might go on the patch,” 
which is pretty much telling him we might go foot pursuit, or vehicle 
pursuit, or something might be a crime on foot. So, yeah, we definitely 
were talking about that. 

Parker: So when you saw the - - when you saw the suspect, the passenger 
suspect getting out of the window, point the gun at you and Stoll, what 
were you thinking? 

Inzunza: At that time | - - my state of mind was he was gonna start shooting at us 
right then and there. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: And that’s - - and that’s the reason why, fearing he was gonna shoot my 
partner or myself, at that instant, is why - - the reason why І shot my 
rounds from that point. 

Parker: Uh-huh. And that point was where? 

Inzunza: That was inside the vehicle. 

Bracken: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: | remember leaning forward and to the right so | could make sure | was in 
front of Stoll. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 
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And | shot three rounds simultaneously stating, “Gun, gun, gun.” 


Inzunza: 

Parker: Okay. 

Bracken: Through the windshield? 

Inzunza: Through the windshield. 

Bracken: How do you know to do that? What is your experience with shooting 
through the windshield? Did you know it was gonna go through? 

Inzunza: We don't train for that in the Academy. But, again, fearing that we were 
gonna get shot and killed, my first issue was to backup my partner and 
myself and shot the threat. 

Parker: Okay. Did that answer your question? 

Bracken: Uh-huh. 

Parker: Did any of your rounds strike that suspect? 

Inzunza: | couldn't tell you, тағат. | don't know. 

Parker: And after that, where was your partner? 

Inzunza: After | shot from inside the car? 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: He was exiting the car. He was coming out of the car. 

Parker: Was he coming out simultaneously as you were shooting, or - - 

Inzunza: Yes. | wanna say simultaneously as was shooting, he was coming out. 

Bracken: Okay. 

Inzunza: Yeah. ‘Cause right, again, right when I’m putting it in park and the cars 
coming to a complete stop, his door was already open, so he was getting 
out of the car at the same time. 

Bracken: Апа as you were shooting from your seated position in the driver side, did 
you - - did you finish shooting and then get out? Or when did he get out? 

Inzunza: | shot, uhm, | don’t think | quite understand your question. 
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Parker: When did you get out of the car? 

Inzunza: After | shot the three rounds - - 

Parker: Okay, so you - - 

Inzunza: - - from inside the car, yeah, from inside the. 

Parker: Immediately, or did you - - 

Inzunza: Almost immediately, ‘cause at that time is when the suspect climbed out of 
the car and then he started going eastbound. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: So | shot one, two, three and Гт getting out of the car. Right after that. 

Parker: And what - - once you got out of the car, where was your focus? 

Inzunza: On the driver. And, again, right after that instance, the door opens up for 
the driver’s side of the suspect's car. The driver. 

Parker: You saw the driver door open up? 

Inzunza: Yeah. 

Parker: And is there any reason why you didn’t go after the passenger. 

Inzunza: | know that Stoll - - right before Stoll’s exited the car, | remember him 
telling me, “You got the driver.” 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: Which told me he has the passenger. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: And | saw him - - | saw him going toward that direction of the passenger. 

Parker: Uh-hun. 

Inzunza: My focus was on the driver. Especially once | saw that black object in his 
right hand. My focus was entirely on the driver. 

Parker: And then that first time that the driver suspect opened the door, describe 
to me exactly what you saw in the suspect’s hand. What did you see? 
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Inzunza: | saw - - | saw а gun. | mean | saw a gun. | saw a muzzle. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: And looking at it after the whole ordeal passed, | got a - - | was able to see 
what it was. lm assuming it was the object that he had in his hand, it was 
a small portable cell phone like radio with a, with probably a three- to five- 
inch antenna, rubber antenna that looked to me like a muzzle. 

Parker: Before you actually saw that actual radio, when you said you saw a gun, 
what did you see? What color was it? What - - 

Inzunza: Black. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: The color was black. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: | saw him holding that object on his right hand as if though he was holding 
а дип. As anybody would be holding a gun. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: On his right hand. And that muzzle that | saw, what ended up being the 
antenna - - 

Parker: What color was that? 

Inzunza: Black. Black as well. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: And it wasn’t a skinny antenna, it was a good fat size antenna. 

Parker: In circumference? 

Inzunza: In circumference, yes, ma’am. 

Parker: Okay. 

Bracken: So possibly like a revolver? 

Inzunza: Correct. 
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Parker: 


Do you wear glasses? 


Inzunza: No, | do not. 

Parker: Do you have good vision? 

Inzunza: Yes, | do. 

Parker: Oh, you had MD Okay. 

Inzunza: (Inaudible). 

Parker: So about р 

Inzunza: It’s going on line ten years now, so that’s pretty good. 

Parker: The second time the driver opened the door, he was revving the engine? 

Inzunza: | believe so on the second time, yeah. 

Parker: When were you thinking? 

Inzunza: I’m thinking he’s gonna go - - he’s gonna try to get away. As far as 
crashing into my car and putting it in reverse. 

Parker: So he was gonna try to get away in the suspect car? 

Inzunza: In the Honda. Yes. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: Yes. 

Parker: By driving away? 

Inzunza: By driving away. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: And again, because | hear him revving up the engine and grinding the 
gears as though he’s definitely tried to put it in reverse. He can’t go 
forward ‘cause the wall’s there. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: So the only way out would be going back. 
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Parker: Okay. 

Bracken: Where were you standing at this point? 

Inzunza: At that point | was still on my driver's side, on the driver's side of the car 
with the door open, and І remember taking baby steps back towards the 


rear of the car as I'm hearing that. 


Parker: Do you remember if the driver side window of the suspect vehicle, do you 
remember what position it was in? 


Inzunza: The driver side window? The door? 
Parker: Right. 

Inzunza: It was slightly - - 

Parker: The window. 

Inzunza: A little bit up. 


Parker: Okay. 


Inzunza: It wasn't half way. It was less than half. 

Parker: So basically it was up? 

Inzunza: It was up. 

Parker: Okay. A little bit? 

Inzunza: A little bit. | mean | wanna say maybe a couple of inches. 


Bracken: So it was more open? He could slide (inaudible). 


Inzunza: Oh, yeah, definitely. Well, it was more open than closed, absolutely. | 
mean he did climb out that window. 


Parker: So the first time - - the first time the door opened, the driver's door, uhm - - 
Inzunza: It never opened, ma'am, the driver door? 

Parker: Yeah, you - - 

Inzunza: To the Honda? 
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Parker: 


Uh-huh. 


Inzunza: lm sorry, lm thinking the passenger door. Driver door, yeah. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: Yes. 

Parker: The first time the door opened, did you - - did you shoot? 

Inzunza: When it opened, no, it was more when he was closing it. 

Parker: Okay. 

Call: Can | clarify something? 

Parker: Yes. 

Call: Were you asking about the driver's window or the passenger window? 

Parker: The driver's window. 

Call: Okay, | think we're - - 

Parker: Not the passenger. | know the passenger - - 

Inzunza: I'm sorry. | thought - - when you asked me that question, | was thinking 
about passenger window. 

Parker: Uh-huh. No, but the drive - - the passenger window was halfway open? 

Inzunza: It was less than half. Yeah. 

Parker: My question - - 

Inzunza: The driver window, | do not know. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: | don't remember if that was open or closed. 

Parker: But you remembered that the suspect, the driver suspect was opening the 
door. 

Inzunza: Yes. 
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Parker: 


What did you do - - I’m sorry, when was your second - - when was your 
next round of fire after those three shots that you shot from inside the 
vehicle? 


Inzunza: It was when he opened the driver door the first time. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: And when he - - again when he opened it up with his left hand and he 
leaned - - he leaned his upper torso toward the outside looking at me with 
that black object in his right hand, and as he’s closing it, that’s when | 
remember shooting rounds. 

Parker: And what was your target acquisition? 

Inzunza: At the suspect. .It was at the suspect. 

Parker: Did you line up your sights when you were doing it, or - - 

Inzunza: (Inaudible). 

Parker: At what part of his body? 

Inzunza: It was upper torso. 

Parker: And then he slouched down? 

Inzunza: He was - - he was very, very low. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: Very, very slouched down. ‘Cause | remember him reaching for the 
floorboard at one point, again, really, really quick. And then he was that 
low. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: And then when he closed the door back, back - - when he closed the door, 
that’s when | was (inaudible) again, that black object appeared more and 
more like a gun, that’s when | - - then he pointed it towards me and | shot 
again. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: ‘Cause | was - - to answer your question, that’s when | shot the second 
round (inaudible). 
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Parker: Okay. 

Bracken: And you were standing in your doorframe? 

Inzunza: | was standing on my doorframe, yes. Behind my driver door. As cover. 

Parker: Do you remember how many rounds you shot at that time? 

Inzunza: Approximate, ma’am, | wanna say three. 

Parker: And - - 

Bracken: Your backdrop on that shot? 

Inzunza: It was good. It was just a wall that was in front of the Honda. There was 
nobody there. 

Bracken: Апа were you conscious of - - there was nobody there, but - - 

Inzunza: Yes, there was nobody around, ‘cause it was just us and them and the 
wall. 

Bracken: ‘Cause people were still sleeping. 

Inzunza: Yeah. 

Parker: And then your next round of fire, do you remember when that was? 

Inzunza: | mean | might be off as far as the next round, but the next time | 
remember shooting was when he reached over, he leaned over to the 
right toward Stoll’s direction. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: Toward the window ledge. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: That block object and that muzzle, pointing it towards stole, that’s when | 
fired more rounds at that point, fearing he was gonna start shooting at 
Stoll. 

‚ Parker: And your target was where? 
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Inzunza: Was right at - - toward the subject, where | could see his head, his arm. 
All | saw was his head - - was his head, his arms, and that black object 
pointing towards Stoll. | shot at the threat. 

Bracken: Was һе hanging out the window, or - - 


Inzunza: No. He was still - - he was - - like he was reaching towards the window 
ledge. But, no, his body wasn’t out the window at all. 


Parker: So your target was like (inaudible) through the rear windshield? 


Inzunza: It was through the rear windshield towards the suspect. And | was still by 
the door. On the driver door. 


Bracken: Your driver's door. 
Inzunza: Yes, ma’am. 


Parker: And then - - so that was - - that second time he opens the door - - he 
opens the door after that, right? 


Inzunza: Yes, again. That would be the second time he opened it up. 

Parker: And after that second time, he turns around the same way, right? The 
same - - 

Inzunza: He goes back - - yeah, he goes back towards the seat and does the same 


- - pretty much the same motion again. 
Parker: Uh-huh. 
Inzunza: It was almost identical, as though he was trying to escape on foot 


westbound on 76, or, or also looking at me to see where | was at, seeing if 
| was leaving or - - 


Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: - - trying to find an escape route. 

Parker: And you shot some more rounds of fire, right? 

Inzunza: Yes. 

Parker: Were you conscious of your, uhm, of your, of the rounds that you were 
shooting? 
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Inzunza: Absolutely. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: After every - - after every - - | wanna say two or three or four bursts that | 
shot, | did reassess and | did reassess the situation as far as him and 
myself and Deputy Stoll. 

Parker: When was your first reload? If you remember? 

Inzunza: When it stove piped. | wanna say when | was in the rear section portion of 
the vehicle. 

Parker: Was that from your first magazine? The first magazine that was in your 
gun? 

Inzunza: | believe so, ma’am. | believe so. 

Parker: So when you tapped Invert racked, what does your - - did you - - did you 
reload, or - - 

Inzunza: Yeah, | changed magazines at that point. 

Parker: Did you clear your gun first and then you - - 

Inzunza: Yeah, | cleared it. | tapped and racked it, | remember doing that. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: And then | reloaded, the tactical reload. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: And | put another magazine inside. And then at that time was again the 
guy was coming out the door again. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: And pretty much the same identical situation as before. 

Parker: Where did your magazine land? Or did it (inaudible). 

Inzunza: Somewhere in the rear. No, | did not - - | remember just dropping it on the 
floor. 

Parker: On the side of your vehicle? Or - - do you remember where it landed? 
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Inzunza: I’m sure it had to be somewhere to the left, left rear. 


Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: Or left rear side of the trunk. 

Parker: Your tactical reload was in the back of the vehicle? 
Inzunza: Yes. 

Parker: So it was somewhere back there? 

Inzunza: Yes. 

Parker: And you fired more rounds after that. 

Inzunza: Uh-huh. 

Parker: And did you do another reload? 

Inzunza: | don’t recall doing another one. 


Parker: Uh-huh. 


Inzunza: | just don’t remember doing another one. 
Parker: Uh-huh. 
Inzunza: | don't recall. | don't remember. | don’t remember if | did and at what 


point. | remember doing that one. 


Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: That’s to the best of my recollection. 

Parker: Do you remember how many rounds you fired? 
Inzunza: Not then. Until after when they told me. 
Parker: But then you didn't? 

Inzunza: Correct. 


Bracken: Just to clarify, Most of your rounds of fire, the first set was on the inside of 
your vehicle, and then the remaining ones were more on your driver's side 
from the door back to the rear of the vehicle? 
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Inzunza: Correct. 

Bracken: Eventually you went to the passenger side? 

Inzunza: Yes. Right. | - - pretty much, | didn't shoot anything, any rounds when | 
was in the - - when | was in the trunk of my vehicle or to the left side of our 
Car. 

Parker: You mean the right. 

Bracken: Passenger side? 

Inzunza: The passenger side. Yeah. Yeah. 

Bracken: Апа that's when you actually went up? When you went up and 
approached to see if he was injured or whatever? 

Inzunza: Yes, ma’am. 

Parker: | think the door opened one more time, for the third time. 

Inzunza: |, | - - distinctly remember three times? 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: You know, So - - 

Parker: On the third time his foot came out. Right? 

Inzunza: Right. That's when his left foot came out. 

Parker: And do you remember shooting at that time? 

Inzunza: Yeah. | shot again because he, again he did the almost identical same 
thing. : 

РагКег: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: Where he still had that black object on his right hand, seeing what 
appeared to be that muzzle, looking at me in a very, very, very, very angry 
face, | could tell he was pissed off. 

Parker: What did you think he was gonna do to you? 

Inzunza: Shoot me. 
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Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: Yeah, absolutely. 

Bracken: So the muzzle was, uh - - 

Inzunza: Pointing at me. 

Bracken:  -- pointing at you. 

Inzunza: Yes. 

Parker: And would you say that every time he opened that door, is it something 
that you reacted to that? 

Inzunza: Well, each time | thought - - | thought that my life was threatened by him 
pointing that, what appeared to me to be a black muzzle, or the black 
object, the black gun, toward me. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: And | shot again. Yes, ma’am. 

Parker: And then when you - - when you thought he pointed it at Deputy Stoll, you 
shot as well? 

Inzunza: Again, fearing that he was gonna shoot my partner, and knowing that my 
partner had no cover, | shot towards his direction again. 

Parker: Now while all this was going on, did you have any idea what Deputy Stoll 
was doing? 

Inzunza: | know he was standing to my right. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: Uh - - 

Parker: How far away? 

Inzunza: | wanna say approximately fifteen yards away to my right. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: If that. And, again, | did glance over at him a couple of times. | did see 
him on the radio, so | know he was off to my right. 
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Parker: 


Was it like straight horizontal? Or was he up a little bit? Or do you 
remember? 


Inzunza: | mean he wasn't near where the suspect was, Suspect No. 2, on the 
sidewalk, where he ended up being. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: He was like in the middle of the street. | wanna say he was closest to the 
south curb line than the north side of the street. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: So | remember that. 

Parker: Okay. Do you remember what the Suspect No. 2 was doing? 

Inzunza: He was laying down on the floor. He wasn't - - he was over there laying 
down. 

Parker: The whole time? 

Inzunza: The whole time by the time | saw. By the time the deputies took him out of 
the car - - took Suspect No. 1 out of the car, so once we had Code 4, 
that’s when | looked to my right and he was laying down on the curb. 

Parker: So the next time you - - after seeing him get out of the car and knowing 
that Deputy Stoll was gonna deal with him, the next time you saw suspect 
- - passenger suspect was when he was on the ground? 

Inzunza: Yeah. When he was over there. ‘Cause | - - again, when he ran and | 
saw - - | heard shots, and that’s when | saw the gun flying towards the 
suspect's car. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: And then, yeah, so | never saw a visual of the suspect again. 

Bracken: And when you saw that gun coming over and it hit the suspect car, can 
you tell me what you were thinking at that time. 

Inzunza: Yeah, well, at that - - at that moment | was thinking - - | was trying to figure 
out where the gun landed, if it landed that way, if it landed near the Driver 
No. 1 where he could reach and get it. So that’s what | was thinking. And 
| knew it was a gun, ‘cause | saw the stainless steel blue revolver. 
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Parker: 


Uh-huh. 


Inzunza: Just flying in the area. Long muzzle. So to answer your question, what | 
was thinking was, | mean, was just trying to keep Suspect No. 1 away 
from that gun as well. 

Parker: Uh-huh. (Inaudible) that he was throwing it to his partner? 

Inzunza: | couldn't tell you. | just saw the gun. 

Parker: You saw the gun and you saw it as a threat, that this guy might get it. 

Inzunza: Right. 

Bracken: Were you aware that your partner had shot? Or did you know if the 
suspect had been shot? 

Inzunza: | couldn't tell you who shot at that instant, because | did hear shots right 
after he climbed out the window and he took a couple steps. | heard 
shots, so, you know, as that happened, as I'm dealing with this driver, 
trying to get (inaudible) black object in his right hand, and dealing with this 
guy. 

Parker: Were you - - 

Inzunza: But (inaudible)Stoll, | mean the guy was already - - Stoll had him under 
control. 

Parker: So you knew your partner was okay. 

Inzunza: Yes, | did. Yes, | did. 

Parker: And radio traffic, Stoll put out? 

Inzunza: Stoll put the whole thing out. Yes, he did. 

Parker: So when you told the suspect, the driver suspect that the fire would be 
here soon, had you already heard Stoll put out the radio traffic? 

Inzunza: Oh, yeah. Before that when, when | was to the rear of my car going 
toward the passenger side of my car, | could hear Stoll on the radio and | 
told him, “You got the radio,” you know, Рт (inaudible) at gunpoint. | 
remember him, “You got the radio.” Not any time during his (inaudible) 
traffic, | never cut him off. ‘Cause | knew he had the radio all the way 
through.

And that’s from your experience working with him kind of thing? 


Inzunza: That's correct. 

Parker: And then when you went toward the suspect vehicle, did you ever check 
to see if anyone else was in that vehicle? 

Inzunza: Yes, | approached it tactfully. Methodically. Real, real slow. | was no 
hurry to get there. 

Parker: Uh-huh. 

Inzunza: | kept an eye on the suspect's hands. As | approached the car, like here's 
the rear seat and then | took a couple steps forward, where | just saw the 
driver in that security outfit he had on. 

Parker: Tell me about that security outfit that, uhm, the driver had on. The 
suspect. 

Inzunza: | remember him having a security type uniform shirt. A collared shirt. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: | remember seeing a badge, and | remember seeing a security ID. 

Parker: Okay. 

Bracken: Апу patches on the arms? 

Inzunza: Yes, he had patches on the shoulder part of his shirt. 

Parker: Okay, when you say badge, you mean a flat badge? 

Inzunza: It was a hard badge. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: It was a hard badge. And then apart from there was an ID. 

Parker: And where was the hard badge? 

Inzunza: That, ma'am, |, | don't recall. | don't recall if it was on the shirt or if it was 
laying next to his thigh or - - but | remember seeing the badge. 

Parker: What color was the shirt? 
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Inzunza: | wanna - - (inaudible) say was blue. Light blue. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: It could have been light gray, but it was - - 

Parker: Did you think this guy was a security guard? 

Inzunza: At first, ‘cause | did ask him, “Are you a security?” And he said, “No.” And 
so, | mean right away | knew that something was up, because, again, | 
saw his tattoos on the back of his head. | remember his face, so | knew 
he wasn't a security guard. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: So - - 

Parker: Okay. 

Bracken: Did you see that uniform as he passed you? Or you saw it after he 
passed? 

Inzunza: No, | saw it after the - - | saw it when | approached the car, uh, when | 
approached the car on foot, when | saw him go up, that’s when | first saw 
the uniform. 

Parker: Did the other guy have on the same uniform? 

Inzunza: | don't recall. | don’t recall what he was wearing. 

Parker: Do you remember who handcuffed your suspect? The driver suspect? 

Inzunza: | can’t tell you who handcuffed him. | don’t recall who handcuffed him. 

Parker: Was he handcuffed before fire arrived? 

Inzunza: Yes. Yes. And | remember when the deputies got there, as they were 
approaching the car, | remember telling them, uh, "I haven't patted him 
down yet. He still might have the strap somewhere on his person.” They 
took him out. As | went around the car, he was getting handcuffed. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: So it was before fire got there. 

Parker: Do you feel that you had command and control of the situation? 
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Inzunza: Yes, | thought we did. 


Parker: And do you feel that you and Deputy Stoll were working in, in sync with 
one another? 


Inzunza: | believe Stoll did a very good job and handled the situation to the best of 
his ability. As did І. 


Parker: And do you believe that the incident was properly communicated to the 
responding units? 


Inzunza: Yes, ma’am. 

Parker: And was the incident coordinated with the responding units? 
Inzunza: Yes, it was. 

Parker: And were you or Deputy Stoll injured? 

Inzunza: We were not. 

Parker: And do you remember who the field sergeant was that responded? 
Inzunza: | don't recall. 


Parker: Okay. 


Inzunza: It was few. It wasn't just one. | remember it was more than one. 
Parker: Did you talk to one in particular? 
Inzunza: Yes. My Sergeant - - it was, uhm, Sergeant Duran was there (inaudible) 


detective, and the sergeant for the (inaudible) | was on loan to him. 


Parker: Did you talk to 216 Sam? The person, the Sgt in charge of the area? 

Inzunza: Yes, | did. 

Parker: Do you remember who that was? 

Inzunza: | wanna say - - | don't recall, ma'am, but | remember Yolanda Figueroa 
was there. 

Parker: Uh-huh. Did she - - 

Inzunza: | don't recall if she was that car that day. 
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Parker: Do you, as a deputy, being involved in a shooting, and you report to your 
immediately supervisor? 

Inzunza: That’s correct. | 

Parker: Do you remember what you told that particular sergeant that you reported 
to? 

Inzunza: Do | remember what | told him? 

Parker: Like I’ve been involved in a shooting, or something like that? 

Inzunza: | told him pretty much the circumstances what we had there. What 
happened. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: Brief. 

Parker: And did - - did your sergeant speak to you and your partner separately? 
Or together? 

Inzunza: Separately. 

Parker: And where did you go after that? 

Inzunza: Century Station. 

Parker: Okay. (Inaudible)? 

Bracken: Yeah, at what point did - - did Stoll do the fire request on the radio at the 
same time? 

Inzunza: Yes. Yes. Yes, he did. 

Bracken: | What - - did the suspect, the driver suspect say anything to you other than 
l've been shot? After the incident? 

Inzunza: Besides answering that one question when | asked him if he was a 
security, which was no. 

Bracken: Апа then all of your shots were pretty much intentional because of the 
threat? 

Inzunza: That's correct. 
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Bracken: No accidental discharges? 

Inzunza: No, none at all. 

Parker: And you fired, you know, a few shots. Your fire discipline, can you tell me 
- - we probably talked about it, but your fire discipline, did you shoot all 
sixteen rounds at one time? 

Inzunza: No, no, | did not. 

Parker: (Inaudible). 

Inzunza: Pretty much, again, after firing three or four bursts of each, each time | 
shot, | did reassess the situation. 

Parker: Okay. 

Inzunza: | was totally under control the whole time. Again, my focus was to protect 
Stoll and myself, at which time | saw this guy was a threat to us. | shot. 
And then | stopped shooting and then | reassessed the situation, and, uh, 
that’s pretty much it. 

Parker: And have you ever been involved in a shooting before? 

Inzunza: Yes, | have. 

Parker: How many? 

Inzunza: This particular incident - - 

Call: Does that have any bearing on this? 

Parker: | want to know if you - - if he was thinking about those shootings when he - 

Bracken: Mindset kind of thing. 

Parker: The mindset. 

Inzunza: This would be my third one. 

Parker: So just being in a position when you were involved in the shooting, which 
is a very, scary situation - - 

Inzunza: Sure. 
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Parker: - - did those shootings have any impact on - - 


Inzunza: None at all. 

Parker: - - the way you handled - - 
Inzunza: No, ma’am. No, ma’am. 
Parker: Okay. 


Bracken: You deal with each situation separately? 
Inzunza: Separately. That’s correct. 
Bracken: Did you take it as experience or training from the previous ones? 


Inzunza: | sure did. | took that as experience and again, just Knowing how to 
reassess after each shot is shot, and going from there. 


Parker: You say that you or Deputy Stoll, both of you shot, do you feel that either 
of you were in a crossfire position from the position you guys were? 


Inzunza: No, we were always not in that position. We were always - - he was 
always to my right. So we were never in crossfire. 


Parker: Okay. 


Bracken: Do you feel that there were any other force options applicable for that 
day? 


Inzunza: Given the circumstances, ma’am, no, | do not. It was just that one based 
on the threat that we had in front of us. 


Parker: And were you guys ever in pursuit of that vehicle? 

Inzunza: Never 

Parker: Did you ever go into foot pursuit of either of those suspects? 

Inzunza: No. 

Parker: Driver or - - 

Inzunza: No, ma’am. 

Parker: - - passenger. Do you have any questions? 
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Inzunza: No, ma’am. 


Parker: Okay, | think that’s it. It’s now 12:04. And we’re gonna end the interview.

Larin: Today is 5/24/2011, the time, what you got? 

Cotter: 11:51. 

Larin: 11:51 hours. Sergeant Larin and Cotter, Sheriff's Homicide conducting an 
investigation into a deputy involved shooting, case number 01 1-07798-2173-055. 
This will be an interview with Deputy Gonzalo Inzunza. Deputy Inzunza, just for 
your voice and recording, can you introduce yourself? 

Inzunza: Yes, I’m Deputy Inzunza, first name Gonzalo, G-O-N-Z-A-L-O, last name is I-N- 
Z-U-N-Z-A. 

Larin: And he’s with attorneys from Green and Shinee, if you could introduce yourself. 

Call: Audra Call with Green and Shinee, A-U-D-R-A, last name C-A-L-L. 

Estrada: Alfonso Estrada, from Green and Shinee, A-L-F-O-N-S-O, E-S-T-R-A-D-A. 

Cotter: And I’m Sergeant William Cotter from Sheriff's Homicide Bureau. 

Larin: We’re here at Century Station in the captain’s conference room. Do you need 
anything before we start? 

Inzunza: No. Pm good sir. 

Larin: This incident happened some time, the recording we have is about 6:44 in the 
morning. Does that sound about right? 

Inzunza: Yes sir. 

Larin: Today? 

Inzunza: Yes. 

Larin: Alright. If you could, just first of all address your attire. You're in a Class А, 
long sleeve uniform with the pin on badge, shoulder patches both sides, Sam 
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Brown gunbelt with a radio clipped on in the center, green pants. And your duty 
weapon is what? 


Inzunza: A Barretta 9 mill. 

Larin: And how many magazines do you carry on you? 

Inzunza: I carry three, plus the one in the gun. 

Larin: So four total. Alright. And today you were working what unit? 

Inzunza: 216 Adam. 

Larin: 216 Adam? 

Inzunza: Yes sir. 

Larin: And that’s day shift? 

Inzunza: Day shift from 05:00 to 15:00. 

Larin: And who was your partner? 

Inzunza: Deputy Stoll, S-T-O-L-L. 

Larin: And were you the bookman or were you the driver? 

Inzunza: I was the driver today. 

Larin: The driver, okay. Catch up a little bit, okay. Why don’t you go ahead and just tell 
us what attracted your attention, how did this thing start this morning and just give 
us the whole thing. We won’t interrupt you, just go ahead and just tell us what 

happened. 

Inzunza: I was driving, I believe I was on Walnut or Whitsett, driving southbound towards 
Nadeau, and we see this car, a Honda, gray Honda Accord. It was traveling 
eastbound on Nadeau. We see the driver and he was driving, driving fast at that 
point. So that caught my eye. When it passes going eastbound, he started 
swerving in and out of traffic lanes without signaling in an erratic state. So by the 
time I made the left turn going eastbound from Whitsett or Walnut, onto Nadeau, 
he was probably at least about a hundred yards in front of me already. And then 
by the time he got to Lou Dillion, we saw him make this erratic left turn from

Nadeau, going northbound. By the time that I hit Lou Dillion and Nadeau, he 
was, again he was at least a hundred to a hundred and fifty yards in front of us. 
When I made that left, there was this truck. It was in front of us. So I had to go 
off to the right, go around that truck. When I did that, that’s when I saw from afar 
that this car had T-C’d into a, off of Lou Dillion and I forget the street, 70, where 
we ended up at, seventy something. 


Where the car is at right now? 


Yes, right there. It came to a stop. By the time, I probably got there maybe I want 
to say between five and ten seconds, because when I parked my car right behind 
him, my gun was out. As I’m parking the car, with my left hand put on park, I see 
the passenger, he’s exiting the vehicle. He’s coming out through the window. As 
he’s coming out the window, I see the gun somewhere in this area and he turns 
towards us and at that time, when I saw the muzzle coming towards us, I thought 
he was going to pop up and start shooting at us at that point, the way he was 
setting himself up. That’s when I shot through the windshield in the car, shot 
three rounds. One, two, three, and at the same time I told my partner, “Gun, gun, 
gun.” and as I’m shooting. At that time I see him exit, see the suspect number 
two, we'll call him suspect number two, the passenger. The last time I saw a sight 
of him was when he was exiting the car going with his right leg, like getting out 
from the window ledge. At that time my attraction was towards the driver now. 
Because at the same time I saw the driver opening his door and as he opened up 
his door, he looked at me and he had, I thought it was a gun. He had, he went 
down to the floorboard and he goes, “Fuck you, fuck you.” and he closed the door 
and then I heard a shot and then I see the gun and I see a gun just in the air, 
dropping. And then this guy also had a strap, he was going to position himself 
and start shooting at me and thinking the guy had a gun, because he did that twice. 
He did that once, he opened the door, he looked at me to see where I was at. He 
said, “Fuck you, fuck, you.” and he closed the door and then he did it again, and 
that’s when I started shooting. I shot towards, at his direction. Fearing that he 
was going to start shooting towards me and shooting towards Stoll, that was, he 
was to his right and he had no cover whatsoever down there. So fearing he was 
going to shoot at him, on that side, I shot I don’t know how many rounds. 
Seconds later, and you could see the car had tinted windows, but not dark where I 
can’t see inside. I could see the guy’s head and his hand with this black thing on 
his hand, going like this as to shoot at Stoll. 


For the purpose of the tape, you’re holding your right hand out like in a trigger, 
like mimicking a gun. 


At that point he comes back towards the driver’s side and he tries opening the 
door again and again he’s looking at me. I want to say he’s trying to see what I 
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was doing or where I was at. He had the look on his face where he was just like 
angry, like all excited and he looked on the second or third time, that’s when his 
left foot exited the car. So like he wanted to come out, but again I saw that black 
thing on his hand. He’s saying, “Fuck you, fuck you.” and he closed the door one 
more time. When he does that, I shoot again. I’m shooting more rounds. At that 
point I’m on my driver’s side door and I start back, getting cover, I start walking 
back to the rear of the car and I think that’s when I reload at that point. I reload, I 
see my partner real quick. I see he’s detaining one and then I see this guy in the 
car, he’s still moving around and I see him doing this again to the door and I’m 
thinking is he pointing a gun at my partner, is he going to start shooting at Stoll. 
So at that point I shoot more rounds from there and I'm telling this guy, “Let me 
see your hands, let me see your hands.” at the same time yelling at this guy, “Let 
me see your hands, let me see your hands.” and I couldn’t hear anything. All I 
saw was a lot of movement and I saw at one point like he moved around so much 
where now he’s facing me and then I fire more. By that time I’m coming to the 
passenger side and I come to the door and I hear him say, that’s when I hear him 
say, “Okay, okay.” that’s when I saw his hands go up, “Okay, okay, I give up, I 
give up.” And I approach and that’s when I saw there was no one else in the car, 
only that guy, he was slouched over like this to the right. He's on the patch, 
Stoll’s on the patch and I couldn’t see the gun, because I know I saw a gun 
waiting and I’m looking in the car and I notice that he had a badge, a security 
badge and a shirt, a security shirt. He had, he was all tatted up from the back of 
his head and then basically he gave up at that point. He asked me a couple of 
times that his right hand was getting tired, if he could put it back down. Fearing 
and believing that the guy still had a strap in the car, either hiding under the thigh 
now or trying to ruse me, I told him, “No you know, Pll kill if you if you put your 
hand down. Keep your hand up, keep your hand up.” So he put his hand up again 
saying he had to rest it on his head and that’s when he was able to rest his hand up 
there and he stayed in that position until it felt like forever, until backup got there. 
Backup got there and they told him to take him out of the car, I hadn’t patted him 
down yet, he might have a gun still. And they took him into custody at that point, 
took him out of the car, handcuffed him and pretty much about it. 


Larin: The initial, just initially when you saw this car, you guys talk about any vehicle 
code violations or what the purpose for this was he’s weaving, erratic? 

Inzunza: Yeah, well we know he was traveling at a high rate of speed. As far as, first of all 
he was speeding. He was driving reckless, just reckless in and out, zig zagging. 1 
saw a couple of cars put the brake, when he was cutting them off. 

Larin: Okay. 

Inzunza: So that, I mean that caught our eye right away. So we thought he was trying to get 
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away from us, something is up and he must have changed lanes between, between 
Walnut and Whitsett, when I first saw eyes, all the way to Lou Dillion, about a 
good eight times as far as in and out from the number two to the number one lane, 
cutting off cars. 


Larin: On Nadeau?

I didn’t see no 
smoke or anything coming out of the wheels, as far as putting on the brakes, but I 
know that guy was was traveling at least, at least on Nadeau, 60 to 80 miles per 
hour. Same thing on Lou Dillion, and that’s when he hit that turn. He just 
couldn’t make that turn. 


When you say you got up to the car maybe five to ten seconds after you had seen 
it crash into the wall, do you remember, was the engine still on at this time? 


Oh yeah, yeah, yeah, it was definitely on, because the guy has that, once the guy, 
when I realized or when I heard, when the suspect number two exited the vehicle, 
the suspect number one was revving the engine. After he had tried getting out the 
first time, he said, “Fuck you, fuck you, fuck you.” I heard (revving noise). He 
was trying to put it in gear. So that’s when I started retreating towards the rear of 
the trunk. 


Okay. 
Okay -- 
That’s why you got out from behind your driver’s door and went to go back? 


Yeah, exactly yeah, because I heard that sound. Like he, I thought that he was 
going to, because the car, from what I could see, the car didn’t looked totaled. I 
didn’t see no flat tires or nothing, and I just heard a loud, it was just the gas, 
pushing on the pedal. J mean hard and several times, several times. I said, “turn 
off the engine, stop, put your hands up, put your hands up.” and then again he 
opens the door. I saw that black object on his hand, he said, “Fuck you, fuck you, 
fuck you.” He, when he went down like this, that’s when I fired the first round. 


Meaning low out -- 


Meaning low down to the floorboard. (Inaudible) outside, like he was going to 
you know, do one of these. Swing from under his armpit or something. That’s 
when I shot the first couple of rounds and then he closed his door and then I saw 
this movement with his hands, like he was going towards Stoll, because Stoll was 
already out that way. Stoll was just wide in the open. All he had was just a 
telephone pole and right before, right before, I want to say right before, it’s hard to 
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say for me if it was right hand, but I saw the suspect, I saw the gun waiting 
towards my direction and land somewhere in front of the car. Which now I know 
it ended up in front of the, some fence on the corner. So this was a long barrel. I 
haven’t even seen it close up. I know it’s a revolver, because I saw it, but with it 
in the bushes I couldn’t see the barrel. I know, it had to be a long barrel. 


Larin: So you saw -- 

Inzunza: A long barrel. 

Larin: You saw it was a revolver as it was -- 

Inzunza: Yeah. 

Larin: — tumbling in the air? 

Inzunza: It was yeah -- 

Larin: Or when it was on the ground? 

Inzunza: No, up in the air. 

Larin: Okay. 

Inzunza: Yeah, so I just saw a long barrel. Has to be a six inch barrel or something. So it 
was long. And then, that’s as far as that question. 

Cotter: I’m sorry. 

Larin: I’m just going to go back to, okay three rounds from inside the driver’s seat? 

Inzunza: Yes. 

Larin: Through your own windshield, out? 

Inzunza: Yes. 

Larin: Did you fire anymore rounds while you’re still in the car or -- 

Inzunza: No, just those three. 

Larin: Okay. 
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Inzunza: That’s when I saw the guy, he was coming out and he had the gun somewhere 
here and he turned towards us, just like so. 

Larin: And for the purpose of the tape, you have both your hands in front of your chest, 
tight to your chest. 

Inzunza: So it was somewhere in this area and he turned with the gun and I thought he was 
you know, taking that balance and like a shooting stance from sitting on top of the 
window, and that’s when I told Stoll, “Gun, gun, gun, gun.” and I’m shooting at 
the same time. 

Larin: He was going out the passenger door or the driver’s door? 

Inzunza: Suspect number two? 

Larin: The, initially when you fired. 

Inzunza: The passenger? 

Larin: Initially when you fired -- 

Inzunza: The passenger was coming out of the passenger front door. 

Larin: And when you say he was coming out, was he going out like diving out this way 
or was he -- 

Inzunza: No, he was -- 

Larin: (Inaudible - talking over each other) come out and put his hands towards the roof? 

Inzunza: Towards the roof. If I’m here, when I first initial, initially saw him, he was in this 
position. He was coming out like this. He was coming out like this. 

Larin: So using his hands like on a rain gutter of the car, coming straight out, looking 
over his own (inaudible). 

Inzunza: That’s when I first saw him. 

Larin: So his back to the glass? 

Inzunza: Yes. 
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Larin: Correct? 

Inzunza: Correct. 

(Inaudible). 

Inzunza: He sat on the window on the door frame, sat on it and he turned like this. 

Larin: So his back and his butt were to the door? 

Inzunza: Correct sir. 

Larin: So that’s when you fired the three rounds? 

Inzunza: Yes, from inside. 

Larin: From inside. 

Inzunza: And then he got in front of Stoll’s face, because I felt that’s what I had to do. I 
thought he was going to shoot at us from that point. 

Larin: And he had the gun here? 

Inzunza: He had the gun somewhere here sir. As far as somewhere in the center area, but 
he had it somewhere here when he turned towards us like this, with the gun. 

Larin: You keep (inaudible) your right, was he -- 

Inzunza: I’m right handed. I couldn’t tell you which hand. He had it somewhere here. 
One or the other. 

Larin: But both of his hands were in front of his chest? 

Inzunza: Yeah. 

Cotter: And just for my own clarification, that’s, this suspect that you’re just describing 
his actions, that’s the guy, the subject only detained by Stoll? 

Inzunza: Yes sir, that’s correct. 

Larin: So your attention is then drawn back to the driver? 
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Inzunza: Yeah. Yeah, I saw or [ heard Stoll tell me, “You get the driver, you get the 
driver.” So once he exited the car, my focus was on the driver, but given that, that 
it happened so fast, the driver’s side, the driver’s side door opened. Which is 
boom, it just caught my attention to the driver guy. At that time I was already 
coming out of the car and you open up this door and he says, “Fuck you, fuck you, 
fuck you.” and I saw the black object in his right hand, going down and he closed 
back the door and so my whole time after that was just on him. You know, it was 
just on this guy, going back and forth like this, going back at me. I saw him put 
his shoulder like this and then I saw him going like this, with a black object. 

Larin: You’re reaching your gun, your hand, your right hand again. Is that pointing at 
Stoll? 

Inzunza: Pointing at Stoll. 

Larin: Across, from inside, the interior of the car, across the front passenger seat, 
towards Stoll or towards the backseat? 

Inzunza: No, directly towards Stoll. 

Larin: Okay. 

Inzunza: Through the front passenger door, through the front passenger window, towards 
Stoll. Stoll was approximately, I don’t know, twenty yards away. 

Larin: And you’re viewing this from outside the radio car. At this point you’ve now 
exited and your, at your door? 

Inzunza: I’m at my door. 

Larin: Did you take a position inside the door for cover? 

Inzunza: Yes I did. 

Larin: Okay. 

Inzunza: Yes I did. 

Larin: So these observations of him are through the rear window? 

Inzunza: The rear window. 
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Larin: And then the side windows? 

Inzunza: And also the -- 

Larin: Driver’s side? 

Inzunza: The driver’s side windows, yeah. 

Larin: Okay. 

Cotter: Did you fire any rounds from outside your car, right next to your driver’s door? 

Inzunza: Yeah, I made the first ones when he, when he opened up the door and I saw what I 
thought was a gun, and he went down and right then is when I shot. Especially 
when I heard, “Fuck you, fuck you, fuck you.” I thought the guy was going to start 
shooting at me at that point. And then when he closed his door, thinking the guy 
had a strap, he was just getting on his knees or what not, well now he’s going to 
have a straight shot with me right there. Thinking that, that’s when I laid down 
some more rounds, because the guy wouldn’t give himself up. So I never saw his 
hands go back up, I was ordering him to do so. I go, “Put your hands up, put your 
hands up.” and he would not do it. All I could see was him bouncing back and 
forth from driver’s side to the passenger side, and then when I saw his hand go up 
this, with that black thing in his hand, I thought he was going to start taking shots 
at Stoll, because Stoll was also, I want to say Stoll was also giving him orders 
from that end and he wasn’t complying. 

Cotter: Do you recall if Stoll had already detained the passenger? 

Inzunza: I couldn't tell you sir. I couldn't tell you. 

Cotter: So some time during this, the gun is thrown, Stoll is detaining, but you're not 
quite sure in what order? 

Inzunza: Yeah, no. 

Cotter: And you said that the reason you went back behind your car was because you 
heard the engine rev and you thought maybe he was going to - 

Inzunza: Yeah, at that point, after the first, initial shots that I shot, he's still, now he's 
revving up the car and (revving noise) I mean several times. 

Cotter: It went from low to high? 
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Inzunza: Yeah. It was like (revving noise) it’s like when you push on the gas (revving 
noise). Like he was trying to -- 

Cotter: You heard some grinding noise? 

Inzunza: Yeah, I heard some, I did hear some grinding. He was trying to change gears. 
And I’m already thinking that he’s going to go back out the way, you know the 
whole time find cover. I figured he was so tight to my car that if he does go, I’m, 
I think I’m still going to be behind my car. So that was my whole cover, because I 
had no other cover besides my car. So I thought that if I would have went off my 
car, I’m out in the open, this guy comes out shooting and I have no cover. 

Cotter: Okay. 

Larin: You said he’d opened the door and did the old, “Fuck you, fuck you.” and leaned 
out on two separate occasions? 

Inzunza: Yes. 

Larin: Were both those when you were still at your driver’s door? 

Inzunza: I was at my driver’s door. 

Larin: For both those? 

Inzunza: The first one I was at my driver’s door. The second one I want to say I was 
already walking backwards towards the trunk. 

Larin: So he did that, he’s revving the engine? 

Inzunza: Yeah. 

Larin: He pops the door open and does the old -- 

Inzunza: Yeah, and again I just want to say that he, I felt that he just wanted to see where I 
was at, that’s why he kept opening the door, or exit and go westbound, take off on 
foot, with the gun in hand. So, but how he knew I wasn’t moving, I was staying 
there. So he closed the door each time. And he wasn’t, and each time I would 
make eye contact with the guy and I would tell him, “Put your hands up, put your 
hands up.” He said, “Fuck you.” 

Larin: And then you moved to the back of your car? 
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Inzunza: Yeah, and that’s when I, remember from the back, because when I reloaded 
(inaudible). 

Larin: So you dropped the mag at the back of your car. Did you leave, put it in your 
pocket or did you drop it on the ground or -- 

Inzunza: I dropped it on the ground. 

Larin: Okay. 

Inzunza: I don’t know at one point, at one point my gun stove piped and I racked it, tap, 
invert rack, because I remember it jamming up and then as I (inaudible) head up, 
keeping it up and then he opened the door one more time, but now he opened the 
door and all I saw was his hand. I never saw his face at that point and he closed it 
again. So I was fucking doing it in a hurry and I reloaded it and I go back again, 
and then, at that point I was already coming back towards the other side. 

Larin: So you were behind your truck now? 

Inzunza: Yeah, yeah, oh yeah. 

Larin: And did you fire rounds out of the second magazine also? 

Inzunza: Yeah, yeah. 

Larin: Did you reload -- 

Inzunza: By the rear, I shot by the rear, left tire. My second mag I want to say. 

Larin: Did you recall reloading more than once? 

Inzunza: No, just once. 

Larin: Okay. 

Inzunza: Yeah. 

Larin: So you dropped one mag back there? Or do you remember? 

Inzunza: I don’t recall. I want to say I dropped one mag. I dropped, I dropped one mag and 
then I reloaded and I don't recall doing it again. But I am missing more than one 
mag, so I probably did. 
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Larin: You are missing another mag? 

Inzunza: Yeah. 

Larin: But you don’t recall -- 

Inzunza: I don’t recall doing that, no. 

Larin: Okay. 

Inzunza: And if I did, it had to be in the, in the trunk, because I remember in the trunk, 
when I saw it stove piped and I remember reloading right there. In the back of my 
trunk, one time. So if I reloaded again, it had to be after by the front door of my 
driver’s side of the patrol car, after when he came out the first, when he tried to 
come out the first time, when I shot rounds, I don’t recall reloading right there. So 

Larin: And the stove pipe occurred when? 

Inzunza: I noticed it when I was in the trunk, I was in the rear of my car. And I was 
walking back from the door, to the rear, I was (inaudible). 

Larin: Backing up? 

Inzunza: Yeah, when I was to the rear and I was assessing the situation, I saw it and then I 
saw the stove pipe, the bullet was all crooked up in there. So that’s when I 
tapped, invert, racked it and I reloaded right there. 

Larin: Do you know -- 

Inzunza: And the engine is still going on, (revving noise). And -- 

Larin: Do you know how many rounds you fired from behind, from the back of your 
radio car? 

Inzunza: I have no idea. 

Larin: Do you remember emptying the mag or -- 

Inzunza: I remember (inaudible). 

Larin: Was it a lot of rounds or? 
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Inzunza: Yeah, I’m sure I did. 

Larin: So multiple rounds? 

Inzunza: Yeah, yeah. Yeah, again it was just I thought it was a continuous threat the whole, 
from step one to step ten, it wouldn’t stop. 

Larin: So he kept maneuvering around (inaudible). 

Inzunza: Opening the front door, trying to get out. Looking at me where I was, and again 
that black thing he had in his hand, I thought it was a fucking gun and you know, 
him reaching down on the floor panel each time, twice, two or three times, 
thinking that he was going to shoot from under his armpit or something, I kept on 
firing. 

Cotter: So when he would open the door, you felt like he’s trying to acquire, he’s looking 
back trying to find, you see a black object in this, in the right hand? 

Inzunza: Right hand. 

Cotter: How much of, did he get his whole torso out? Did you just see his head -- 

Inzunza: No, that’s all I saw. I just remember the arm, his head, like his shoulder area and I 
saw the black thing in between this whole mess here. 

Cotter: So he’s something like this? 

Inzunza: Correct, yeah, yeah. 

Cotter: Okay. 

Larin: And that could have, that was only from what, fifteen feet maybe, ten? Fifteen -- 

Inzunza: Ten, yeah. It was between ten and fifteen feet is a safe number. 

Cotter: So, and I understand this went on twice. This same scenario played itself out 
twice, but the first one, when you’re in the V of your door? 

Inzunza: Correct. 

Cotter: And you’re off, so your car is offset to the left. 
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Inzunza: Okay. 

Cotter: So you have a clear, unobstructed view would you say? 

Inzunza: Yes, yeah. 

Cotter: Is that fair? 

Inzunza: Oh very fair. There was nothing else there besides me, the door and then him. 

Cotter: So he exposes just the back -- 

Inzunza: It’s his back, his shoulder you know, the left shoulder. A portion of it. 

Cotter: A portion of his shoulder? 

Inzunza: Yeah. 

Cotter: And his right hand and there’s a black object in his hand? 

Inzunza: Right. 

Cotter: And that scenario, if I understand correctly, and please straighten me out if Pm 
wrong, that same scenario repeats itself once you go to the back of the car? 

Inzunza: Correct. 

Cotter: Now, when you go to the back, is your driver’s door still open? 

Inzunza: It is open, I left it open. 

Cotter: You left it open? 

Inzunza: Yes. 

Cotter: So you go to the back, see yourself or see that there’s a stove pipe. In what order 
did it occur? When did he do this the second time? 

Inzunza: The second time was when I was, after the first time, he revved up his engine and 
then as I was walking backwards from the front door, my door, as I was walking 
towards the rear, almost like the rear tire, that’s when he did it again. 
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Cotter: 


So another few rounds, some more rounds went downrange? 


Inzunza: Right, right. Because J want to say he opened that door two to three times, that I 
remember. 

Cotter: Two to three? 

Inzunza: Yeah, at least. Yeah. 

Cotter: So two we’re certain. 

Inzunza: For sure. 

Cotter: Okay. 

Inzunza: Because I remember every time it opened, I would fire, thinking he was going to 
shoot at me. 

Cotter: And the third time you said that all you saw was the arm and not his head? 

Inzunza: Right, right, but the door opened, just his arm and that’s when I fired again. 

Larin: So then you tap rack, lever up, reload, because of the stove pipe? 

Inzunza: Yeah, yeah. 

Larin: And -- 

Inzunza: And I remember, after you want to call them the first couple of rounds, each time I 
would assess it, because I had, J mean it was a second or two, to assess if I could 
hear anything and nothing and then he would try to opening up the door again. 
And, or else I’d see him moving over here again. So it was just like I said, it was 
just a continuous threat. Just continuous to where he would not come to a point 
where I could just yell stand still you know. 

Larin: (Inaudible). 

Inzunza: Moving, opening the door, just continuous, wouldn't stop. 

Larin: With the engine revving, did the car look operable? 

Inzunza: Yes, very much so. 
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Larin: Okay. 

Inzunza: It was not smoking, I saw no flat tires. The TC, I’m sure it’s very minor. 

Cotter: And if I understand correctly, now I mean he’s, when he’s doing this, his head’s 
not exposed up top. You can’t see his head. So he’s going in and out of your 
view. In other words he’s kind of playing hide and go seek with you. He'll open 
the door, fuck you, fuck you, look back at you. 

Inzunza: I did see his face though, because he looked back towards me. 

Cotter: Right, and but then the door closes, he disappears? 

Inzunza: Right, yeah. 

Cotter: Okay. 

Inzunza: Yeah. 

Cotter: And then so when, if I’m understanding, the only time that you get a clear, 
unobstructed view is those few seconds he’s doing this to you? 

Inzunza: Correct. 

Cotter: And then when you position yourself on the other side of the car and can see him 
through the open passenger door? Is that correct? 

Inzunza: Open, passenger door. 

Cotter: Or was the door open? When you, Iknow you said you came around to the other 
side of the car. 

Inzunza: Right. Yeah, that was towards the end. When I came around the other side of the 
car, I never shot any rounds at him when I was on the half, right side of my 
vehicle. At that point, no. It was all from my side of the vehicle. From the front 
door to the trunk, but the left side. Which would be all the driver’s side area. The 
left side of the vehicle. 

Cotter: Well when he finally, when he finally chose to obey your commands -- 

Inzunza: I’m at the door. When I finally hear him say, “Okay, okay.” and I actually see the 
both hands go up, and I see no gun or no black object in his hand, was when I was 
at the, I was near or at the front passenger side door, where Stoll came out. 
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Larin: Of your radio, of the radio car? 

Inzunza: Yeah, of the radio car. 

Cotter: Was the passenger door, if you remember, was the passenger door of the suspect 
vehicle open or closed? 

Inzunza: It was closed. 

Cotter: It was closed? 

Inzunza: Yeah, it was closed. Yeah, because I remember when I saw his hand, I heard him 
say, “Okay, okay, I give up, I give up.” I walked towards the car, the suspects car 
and the door is closed. 

Cotter: Okay. 

Larin: So you saw him through -- 

Inzunza: I saw him through the side, because again, the windows weren't that, weren't that 
tinted. So I maneuvered myself all the way towards the front passenger window, 
where that thing was, there was no tint on that window and I don’t recall if it was 
half way open or all the way down or I don’t recall, but I could see the guy. 

Larin: You said he climbed through the open window. So it was opened at some 
distance it was opened? 

Inzunza: Yeah. 

Larin: So you could see straight through? 

Inzunza: Yeah. 

Larin: Okay. 

Inzunza: Yeah, definitely. 

Larin: Alright. And he was laying down, across the front seats? 

Inzunza: He was slouched. When I first saw him, he was slouched to the right, with his 
hands up like so. And looking at me like this. 

Larin: Across the center console?

Inzunza: 


Across the, when he first made eye contact with me was, I was on the passenger 
side window, outside. 


Larin: You were? 

Inzunza: I was. 

Larin: Where was he? Was he in the driver’s seat? 

Inzunza: He was in the driver’s seat. 

Larin: But he’s slouched -- 

Inzunza: Yeah, he was slouched over to the right. 

Larin: Towards the driver’s door? 

Inzunza: No, towards the passenger door. 

Larin: Towards the passenger, okay. 

Inzunza: So if I’m driving, (inaudible) he’s slouched over this way. 

Cotter: Over the center console? 

Inzunza: Right. 

Larin: Yeah, hands in the air? 

Inzunza: Yeah. And he’s saying, “I give up, I give up, I give up.” I think he said, “I’m 
sorry.” once or twice, but you know. 

Larin: At this time did you see if he was injured at all? 

Inzunza: Yeah, I saw that, I saw some blood coming out from his chest or upper torso and I 
told him, “Are you alright? Do you need an ambulance? Have you been shot?” 
and he goes, “Yeah, I’ve been shot, I got shot, I got shot.” I told him, “Okay, just 
sit tight, an ambulance is coming. Just keep your hands up.” 

Larin: And did you actually call or did your partner? 

Inzunza: I did not call and I want to say Stoll did, but I’m not sure. 
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Larin: Alright. And did you handcuff him or -- 

Inzunza: No, no, neither one of us did handcuff the driver. I want to say the first unit that 
got there handcuffed him, because I was still detaining at gunpoint when the first 
deputies got there on scene. I remember telling them, “I haven’t patted him down 
yet. He probably has a strap on him. Be careful.” They took him out of the car 
and they handcuffed him. 

Larin: Do you remember what unit that was? 

Inzunza: I do not recall. 

Larin: Do you remember -- 

Inzunza: I want to say maybe Bonilla, because I first saw him, but I wasn’t sure if he was 
part of the handcuffing team. 

Cotter: Do you remember which unit, or I’m sorry, which door they removed him from? 

Inzunza: Oh yeah, from the driver’s side. 

Cotter: So they opened the driver’s door and they -- 

Inzunza: Oh yeah, yeah. 

Cotter: — removed him from the driver’s door? 

Inzunza: Yeah. 

Cotter: And where was the passenger, he had been taken into custody and detained, where 
was he in relation to the car? 

Inzunza: Approximately -- 

Cotter: The suspect. 

Inzunza: — fifteen to twenty yards. Maybe twenty yards to me, I want to say maybe fifteen 
yards on the north sidewalk of the 71? 

Cotter: 76. 

Inzunza: 76, maybe five feet from Alameda. 
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Cotter: So almost to the corner? 

Inzunza:. Yeah, yeah, oh yeah, he was definitely almost to the corner, yeah. 

Cotter: And was Stoll right there with him? 

Inzunza: Yes, yes. 

Larin: And that guy, how, was he still inside the car when he tossed the gun or was he -- 

Inzunza: No, he was running on the sidewalk, because I remember him, after he pointed the 
gun towards our car, when we were still inside and when I again, when I first saw 
him exiting, because I saw his right leg coming out of the window, and at that 
point I lost sight of him. He still had the gun. I want to say seconds later he must 
have been on the sidewalk, running towards Alameda, when I saw the gun wailing 
towards, back towards the Honda Accord. 

Larin: So he”s running and -- 

Inzunza: (Inaudible). 

Cotter: But all you saw was a gun flying through the air? 

Inzunza: Yeah, that’s all, yeah. 

Cotter: And doing the old twirl, tumbling through the air? 

Inzunza: Yeah. 

Larin: At any time did you activate your lights, did you go in pursuit of this guy? 

Inzunza: No, not at all. I never had a chance to. 

Larin: Okay. 

Inzunza: I never had a chance to. I know my partner on LTAC, he put out you know, to 
Firestone unit giving the cross street. Before they crashed, before we even got out 
the car, way before, just in case. We had a feeling we were going to go ona 
reckless deuce (inaudible) and so we were just prepping up for that, having units 
start roll in our direction, but we never got close to that. Never got a chance to do 
that. 

Larin: And your guys’ radio car is a marked black and white radio car? 
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Inzunza: 


Yes sir. 


Cotter: And you went face to face with these guys on Nadeau at one point, they knew who 
you were? You guys crossed, did you -- 

Inzunza: Yeah they saw us, they saw our car. I was at a stop facing southbound and I don’t 
recall if I was on Walnut Drive or Whitsett, but (inaudible) each other. I was at a 
stop, only because there was a lot of traffic traveling westbound and when they 
went eastbound, at a high rate of speed, I want to say the driver went, that’s when 
he turned and looked towards us. So, and when I said I had reached (inaudible) 
you know, a hundred miles per hour, but he was traveling pretty quick down 
Nadeau. 

Larin: Did you see, okay, you say the driver had, was bleeding from the chest 
somewhere, did you see the passenger, if he had any wounds? 

Inzunza: After when it went code four. 

Larin: Yeah, afterwards did you see? 

Inzunza: Yes I did, yeah. 

Larin: Where was he injured? 

Inzunza: I saw I think the leg. I think I saw blood coming out from the leg. That’s it. 

Larin: Okay. 

Inzunza: That’s all I saw. 

Larin: Okay. 

Cotter: Had you ever seen these guys before? 

Inzunza: Haro I have, I’ve ran into him before in the past. I don’t know when. He’s well 
known as far as the deputies, as far as being in trouble with the law and stuff, and 
being arrested. 

Cotter: And Haro, which one was he? Was he the driver or the passenger? 

Inzunza: He was the passenger. 
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Cotter: 


Haro, so -- 


Larin: He’s the guy that tossed the gun. 

Inzunza: ‘Yeah. 

Cotter: So Haro was the passenger and had the gun. And had you ever seen the other guy 
before? 

Inzunza: I’ve seen him, but I don’t think I’ve ever made contact with him as far as talking 
to the guy, but I’ve seen him on several occasions, yeah. 

Cotter: So you know Haro? Haro you’ve had prior contact with? 

Inzunza: Yes. 

Cotter: I just want to make sure we’ve got this right here. This is a, it looks like this is a 
5/12/2011 photo, possibly. 

Inzunza: No, that’s not him. 

Cotter: That’s not him? 

Inzunza: No. 

Cotter: Okay. 

Inzunza: That’s the other guy, that’s the driver. 

Cotter: This is the driver? 

Inzunza: Yeah. 

Cotter: This is Julio Haro. This guy is the driver? 

Inzunza: Yeah, this was the driver, yeah. Yeah, this guy was the driver, this is Haro, okay. 
Yeah, this is the driver. The other guy was, this guy -- 

Cotter: The driver, okay. The passenger, you’ve seen the passenger before? 

Inzunza: Yeah, yeah. Yeah, that’s the passenger. 
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Cotter: So it’s the passenger photo is the guy named Alejandro Trejo. 


Inzunza: And he, I don’t think he has that much hair right now. 
Cotter: Okay. 

Inzunza: It’s a while. 

Cotter: This was like a, it looks like a 6/8/2010 photo. 
Inzunza: It’s an old picture. 

Cotter: Alright. 

Inzunza: When was that taken? From that picture? 

Cotter: This is, it’s fairly recent. Looks like 5/12, perhaps? 
Larin: No. 

Cotter: Or maybe April 26". It’s within a month. 


Inzunza: Okay, yeah. 


Cotter: Does that look like him now? 
Inzunza: That’s (inaudible) yeah. 
Larin: And where, you’ve seen him, you recall where you’ve seen him, where you’ve 


made the contacts? 


Inzunza: Yeah, sir, I mean I don’t recall what locations, but it was (inaudible) area, Nadeau, 
exactly where they were, yeah. 


Cotter: And do you know what gang he’s from? 
Inzunza: Yeah, he’s from Florence. 
Larin: Do you recall post shooting, once the guys were detained, either one of them have 


a security guard shirt on? 


Inzunza: Yes. 
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Larin: 


Which one? 


Inzunza: The driver. That guy right there. 

Larin: Haro? 

Inzunza: Haro. Yeah. 

Cotter: Haro. 

Inzunza: He had a security, because that, when I, I remember when I went up to the 
passenger side door, I saw him and he said, “I give up, I give up.” This is, he had 
a security shirt on. Blue or navy, black or dark navy blue. Dark colored security, 
some sort of security and I see a badge. So yeah. 

Cotter: Okay. 

Inzunza: I sure did. 

Larin: Did he have a badge pinned on the shirt, or do you recall? 

Inzunza: I don't recall. 

Cotter: You just recall he had a badge? 

Inzunza: I know he had an ID, yeah, he had an ID. Security ID, like ours, but like with a 
clip, but I never saw it on him. 

Cotter: Okay.

As I’m walking and then he finally makes eye contact with 
me, because he saw my gun, he said, “I’m sorry, I’m sorry.” and that was it. 

Cotter: Alright. 

Larin: Anything else? We go with the gun? 

Cotter: Well I just want to clarify. Photos of your uniform and you in it have already been 
taken, right, completed? 

Inzunza: Yes, I didn’t get the guys’ name sir, but he did have a badge. He went up there 
with the camera, so I’m assuming the Crime Lab. 

Cotter: Alright, and you carry, you said it’s a Barretta 92F? 

Inzunza: Yes. 

Cotter: And you carry three magazines? 

Inzunza: Yes. 

Cotter: Plus the one in the weapon? 

Inzunza: Yes. Four total. 

Cotter: Alright, yeah if you could, render it safe. And place it here on the table. 

Inzunza: Alright. Okay. 

Larin: Is there a round in the chamber? 

Inzunza: No. 
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Larin: There’s not? Okay, and is that in the same condition as after the shooting 
(inaudible)? 

Inzunza: Yes. 

Larin: Your holster hasn’t been touched. So right now there was not a round in the 
chamber? 

Inzunza: No. 

Larin: Okay. 

Inzunza: No round in the chamber. 

Larin: Alright. 

Cotter: Barretta 92FS. Nine millimeter with rubber grips. Standard sights. 

Larin: Yeah, no laser or anything? 

Inzunza: No sir. 

Cotter: No laser. Serial number BER112331. (Inaudible) than that. 

Larin: When you, when you go 10-8 every day, you load your own gun? 

Inzunza: Yes. 

Larin: And the ammunition you use is the Department issued ammunition? 

Inzunza: Yes sir. 

Larin: And how many rounds to you put in each magazine? 

Inzunza: Fifteen, plus one in the chamber. 

Larin: So the other magazines you carry have fifteen rounds in them? 

Inzunza: Correct. 

Larin: And your gun would have sixteen? 
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Inzunza: Correct. 


Cotter: And how many additional magazines do you have on you right now? 

Inzunza: On me right now, I just have one and that one. 

Cotter: So the one that was in the gun? 

Inzunza: Yeah. 

Cotter: And then -- 

Inzunza: I remember taking it off from the back on this one. So that’s one, one on me. 
Cotter: Okay. 

Inzunza: Plus the one in the gun. 

Cotter: So if I understand correctly, and my math is correct, public school education, so 


let’s make sure. Sixty ones round going 10-8? 


Inzunza: Yeah, fair to say. 

Cotter: These are Wynn, nine millimeter luger. And there are fourteen rounds in this 
magazine. 

Larin: Let’s see, just because, could you pop your other round.

Sergeants Larin 
and Cotter, Sheriff's Homicide. We're going to conduct an interview with 
Alejandro Trejo (Inaudible). 


Cotter: Alejandro, hey how you doing? My name’s Bill Cotter, this is my partner 
Sergeant Larin. 

Larin: Hey there. 

Cotter: Sheriff's Homicide. 

Larin: How are you feeling? 

Cotter: How you doing? 

Trejo: Good, and you? 

Cotter: Good. 

Larin: Yeah. 

Cotter: We're here to talk to you about what went on today, okay? Do you mind speaking 
with us? 

Trejo: No sir. 

Cotter: You’re Alejandro Trejo? 

Trejo: Yes sir. 

Cotter: Alejandro, because of the setting that you’re in you know, you’re here in a 
hospital bed, you’ ve got handcuffs on. As a matter of formality, I need to read 
you your rights so that we understand each other okay? Is that okay? 

Trejo: Yes sir.

Alright. You have the right to remain silent, do you understand?

Did he have a gun in the car? 


Trejo: Well the truth sir, I don't know. You know he's picking me up, he's telling me 
wants to go eat. He wants to go eat with me and walking back home, but I guess 
you know, and then that happened. 

Cotter: What do you mean you guys were walking back home? 

Trejo: No, he was going to take me home. 

Cotter: Whose car were you in? 

Trejo: His. 

Cotter: How long has he had that car? 

Trejo: He just pick me up that morning. 

Larin: Is that the first time you’ve seen him with that car? 

Trejo: Yes sir. 

Larin: How long you been knowing him? 

Trejo: I think like for three years.

Larin: Yeah. 

Trejo: From easy boys(inaudible). 

Larin: Yeah, from easy boys? 

Trejo: (Inaudible). 

Larin: Alright. Sure about that gun huh? 

Trejo: No. 

Larin: You going to make us put on a DNA test, come on man? You going to make us 
go that way? 

Cotter: They’re drawing your blood, you know your blood’s already here, okay. 

Trejo: I know, I understand. 

Larin: We just, we don’t want you to look like a liar. If that’s all you did and that’s all 
this is, then we need to know that okay. And we said there’s no gun, a gun was 
not fired.

Trejo: I was in the car, home boy crashed you know, I tried, I tried to get rid of it, 
because you know, if he get caught with it or I get caught with it, we’re both going 
down for it right. So I just tried to get rid of it and I tried to save my own life 
(inaudible) you know.

The purpose of this supplemental report is to provide active additional information under the above listed file 
number. We responded to an assistance request by Century unit 216A (Dep. Stoll and Dep. Inzunza) at 76*

On May 24, (Tuesday) 2011, Investigators Cotter and Laren responded to the area of 76" 
Street and Lou Dillon Avenue, in unincorporated Los Angeles to investigate a deputy involved 
shooting. Investigator Laren arrived at 0830 hours. Investigator Cotter arrived at 0835 hours. 


Investigators were briefed by Century Station Deputies ЕЛІ: СП М. Telfair 
They provided Investigators with а synopsis of the events that led to the deputy 
involved shooting occurring. Upon completion of the briefing, Sheriff's Homicide Investigators 
and Sheriff's Crime Lab personnel were given a scene walk through briefing by Deputies 


Rodriguez and Telfair. 
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Upon completion of the briefings, it was determined that the scene investigation would be 
conducted by Sheriff's Homicide Investigators Fournier and Caouette. For further information 
regarding the scene investigation, refer to their supplemental reports. 


Investigators Laren and Cotter then conducted a series of interviews with the victim’s and 
suspects involved. Investigator Laren documented the statements of both suspects and Victim 
BEE For further regarding their statements, refer to the supplemental report by Investigator 


Laren. 


On May 24, 2011 at 1151 hours, Investigators Cotter and Laren interviewed Victim Gonzalo 
Inzunza at Century Sheriff's Station. The interview was digitally recorded. A copy of the 
recording will be maintained in the case file. The following is a synopsis of the interview. 


Present during the course of the interview, representing Victim Inzunza were Attorney’s Audra 
C. Call and Alfonso Estrada of the law firm of Green and Shinee. Attorney Call also recorded 


the interview using a digital recorder. 


Inzunza said that he was on-duty working day shift, assigned as unit 216A with his partner 
Victim Stoll. He was driving a marked black and white colored Ford sedan, equipped with 
overhead lights, a front “push bar” and several identifying emblems that identified the vehicle 
as a patrol vehicle for the Los Angeles County Sheriffs Department. 


Inzunza said that at the time of the shooting, he was in fuil uniform. He wore a tan long 
sleeved shirt, protective vest, green pants and black boots. The shirt bore Los Angeles County 
Sheriffs Department patches on each arm and a gold colored star shaped badge on the 
chest. Around his waist, Inzunza wore a black nylon utility belt which carried a handgun, extra 
ammunition, radio, pepper spray and handcuffs. 


Inzunza said he and his partner were patrolling in the area of Whitsett Avenue and Nadeau 
Street. It was daylight outside. He saw a grey colored Honda car pass in front of him traveling 
east bound on Nadeau Street. His attention was drawn to the vehicle because it was being 
driven at a speed exceeding the speed limit and in a reckless manner, weaving in and out of 
traffic that was traveling in the same direction. Because the vehicle was being driven in an 
unsafe manner, Inzunza elected to follow it. 


As he proceeded after the grey Honda, Inzunza saw the vehicle make a “wild” left turn from 
east bound Nadeau Street onto north bound Lou Dillon Avenue. At that time, Inzunza said the 
Honda was a considerable distance in front of them, driving at and estimated 60-80 mile per 
hour. He temporarily lost sight of the vehicle as it drove around a truck that was also traveling 
north bound. Once he was able to get around the truck, Inzunza saw that the Honda had been 
involved in a traffic collision, colliding into the north curb line of 76" Street where it intersected 


Lou Dillion Avenue. 
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Inzunza stopped the patrol vehicle slightly off-set and to the left, behind the Honda. As he was 
placing the patrol car shift lever into “park,” with his left hand, Inzunza armed himself with his 
handgun in the right hand. Simultaneously, he saw a male Hispanic (later identified as 
Suspect Trejo) climbing out of the front passenger door window of the Honda. Inzunza said 
that as Trejo was climbing out of the window his head, upper torso, arms and hands were 
clearly visible. Inzunza said he could clearly see that Trejo was holding a handgun in both 
hands with his arms bent slightly inward toward his chest. Inzunza said that Trejo clearly 
pointed the handgun in the direction of him and Victim Stoll who were both still seated in the 


patrol car. 


Seeing that Trejo was armed with a handgun and pointing it toward him and his partner, 
Inzunza felt fear for his and Stoll’s lives and safety. Because of these fears, Inzunza leaned 
slightly into the passenger side seat of the patrol vehicle and fired three rounds from his 
handgun, through the windshield of the patrol vehicle toward Trejo. Inzunza said he saw Trejo 
fall out of the Hondas passenger window and he lost sight of him. At that time, Inzunza said 
Stoll exited the patrol vehicles passenger door. He exited the drivers door and took cover 
behind it. His attention was now directed to the driver of the Honda, (later identified as Suspect 


Haro.) 


Inzunza said he could hear the engine of the Honda revving loudly. He could hear that the 
sound of the engine was changing rapidly from a low to high pitched sounds and he heard the 
sounds of what he assumed was the transmission grinding as if it were being piaced into gear. 
Inzunza assumed that the driver of the vehicle (Haro) was attempting to put the car into 
reverse and was preparing to use the vehicle to ram the patrol vehicle that he was utilizing as 
cover. As this was occurring, Inzunza said the driver of the vehicle (Haro) opened the drivers 
door and looked outward toward him, while he appeared to be searching for something with 
his right hand, in the floor board area. Inzunza said he heard Haro yell “fuck you, fuck you” at 
him repeatedly. Inzuna said that Haro then closed the door. As this occurred, Inzunza heard a 
shot fired and saw a handgun with a long barrel flying through the air. ына ... 


Inzunza said that he believed that Haro had opened the door of his vehicle in order to visually 
search for him so that he could attack him. Inzunza said that although the windows of the 
Honda were tinted he was clearly able to see Haro’s head and hands when they protruded 
above the seat of the vehicle. From his position behind the radio car door and off-set from the 
drivers side door of the Honda, Inzuzna said he was clearly able to see Haro’s shoulder and 
portions of his head and hands when he opened the door. From that position, Inzunza saw 
that Haro was holding a dark colored object in his right hand which Inzunza feared was a 
‘handgun. Based on the totality of circumstances Inzunza felt fear for his safety and that of his 
partner. Because of those fears, Inzunza fired his weapon several times toward Haro who was 


inside the vehicle. 
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Inzunza said Haro continued to move around inside the vehicle апа that he considered Haro 
to be a continuing threat to him and Stoll. He saw Haro looking around inside the vehicle and 
continuously moving around in the front seats. At some point, Haro apparently turned 
completely around in the seat and was facing him directly through the rear window. 


Inzunza said he decided that the rear of the patrol vehicle may afford him better cover and 
concealment. As he was walking backward away from the Honda, toward the rear of the patrol 
car, Haro again opened the drivers door. Inzunza saw Haro holding the door open with his left 
hand and looking outward from the door, while still holding a dark colored object with his right 
hand. Inzunza heard Haro again yell “fuck you fuck you” at him. Still fearing for his safety and 
his partners, Inzunza said he fired his weapon again at Haro. 


Once he reached the rear of the radio car, Inzunza noticed that his handgun had 
malfunctioned. He cleared the handgun of a jammed round and reloaded. He then walked to 
the patrol vehicle’s passenger side. He continued to give verbal orders to Haro as he had done 
throughout the entire engagement. Eventually, he heard Haro yelling from inside the Honda 
that he desired to give up. Inzunza said he approached the vehicle on the passenger side and 
continued to give Haro verbal commands. He continued to detain Haro at gun point until 
assisting units arrived and extracted him out through the driver's door. 


Near the conclusion of the interview, Investigators examined Inzunza’s handgun. Investigators 
noted that it was a Departmentally issued Beretta 9mm handgun. The handgun bore serial # 
BER112331 along the frame. The magazine from within the handgun was found to be loaded 
with 14 live 9mm rounds of Departmentally issued ammunition. Each round was head 
stamped “9mm WIN Luger.” Inzunza also showed Investigators a second Beretta magazine he 
carried in his utility belt. Investigators noted that it was loaded with 15 live rounds. Inzunza 
stated that he normally carries three extra magazines each containing 15 live rounds in 
addition to a magazine loaded in the handgun and one live round in the chamber of the 
weapon. Investigator Cotter photographed the handgun, magazine and ammunition as 
presented by Inzunza.

Interview concluded. 


On May 24, 2011 at 1259 hours, Investigators Cotter and Laren interviewed Victim Adam Stoll 
at Century Sheriff's Station. The interview was digitally recorded. A copy of the recording will 
be maintained in the case file. The following is a synopsis of the interview. 


Present during the course of the interview, representing Victim Stoll were Attorney's Audra C. 
Call and Alfonso Estrada of the law firm of Green and Shinee. Attorney Call also recorded the 
interview using a digital recorder. 
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Stoll said that he was on-duty working day shift, assigned as unit 216A with his partner 
Inzunza. He was the passenger in the marked black and white colored Ford sedan, equipped 
with overhead lights, a front “push bar” and several identifying emblems that identified the 
vehicle as a patrol vehicle for the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department. 


Stoll said that at the time of the shooting, he was in full uniform. He wore a tan short sleeved 
shirt, protective vest, green pants and black boots. The shirt bore Los Angeles County 
Sheriffs Department patches on each arm and a gold colored star shaped badge on the 
chest. Around his waist, Stoll wore a black nylon utility belt which carried a handgun, extra 


ammunition, radio, pepper spray and handcuffs. 


Stoll said that he and his partner were on patrol when he saw a vehicle traveling at a high rate 
of speed weaving in and out of traffic, east bound on Nadeau Street. He and his partner went 
after the vehicle, intent on initiating a traffic stop for the vehicle code violations they had 
observed. Stoll said he watched as the vehicle then turned left onto Lou Dillon Avenue and 
continued driving north bound at a high rate of speed. As they continued to follow from 
approximately 100 yards behind, Stoll saw that the vehicle appeared to crash near the 
intersection with 76^ Street. He and Inzunza arrived behind the vehicle seconds later. 


As they stopped, Stoll saw a male (later identified as Suspect Trejo) climbing out of the front 
seat passengers window. Stoll saw that Trejo was holding a handgun in his left hand and 
pointing it toward he and Inzunza. Stoll exited the patrol vehicle on the passenger side and 
heard Inzunza fire rounds. Stoll saw Trejo run from the vehicle approximately three to four 
steps, east bound toward Alameda Street on the north side walk of 76" Street. Haro was still 
holding the handgun. Trejo stopped and turned toward Stoll who was running a few feet 
behind and across the street near the south curb line of 76" Street. Fearing for his life and... 

~ safety Stoll fired one round at Trejo. Trejo then ran toward Alameda Street again, then 
abruptly stopped and turned again toward Stoll, again pointing the handgun at him. Stoll fired 
a second round at him. Stoll said Trejo’s legs then appeared to give out. As they did, Trejo 
‘threw the handgun backward over his left shoulder. Stoll said he saw the long barreled 
handgun fly through the air and land near the area of the vehicle collision. 


Stoll said that he then took a position of tactical advantage and detained Trejo at gunpoint. He 
then made an emergency broadcast via his portable radio and requested assistance and 
medical personnel respond. As he was broadcasting, Stoll said he heard that Inzunza was 
firing rounds at the suspect (Haro) who was in the vehicle. He then saw Inzunza reload his 
weapon while standing near the rear of their radio car and heard him giving verbal commands 


to Haro. 
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Stoll said he was then able to partially see Haro through the passenger window and he began 
to give him verbal commands as well. Eventually, Haro complied with the verbal commands 


and put his hands up. 


Investigators asked Stoll if he recalled having any prior contacts with either of the suspects. He 
said he had several contacts in the recent past with Trejo. Stoll was aware that he was a 


Florencia gang member. 


Near the conclusion of the interview, Investigators examined Stoll’s handgun. Investigators 
noted that it was a Departmentally issued Beretta 9mm handgun. The handgun bore serial # 
BER1227612Z along the frame. There was a “Sure Fire” X300 light attachment below the 
muzzle. The magazine from within the handgun was found to be loaded with 13 live 9mm 
rounds of Departmentally issued ammunition. One live round was found in the chamber. Each 
round was head stamped “9mm WIN Luger.” Stoll stated that he normally carries two 
additional magazines each containing 15 live rounds in addition to a magazine loaded in the 
handgun and one live round in the chamber of the weapon. Investigator Cotter photographed 
the handgun, magazine and ammunition as presented by Stoll. The photograph will be 
maintained in the case file. 


Interview concluded. 


At the conclusion of the interviews, Investigators took custody of Inzunza and Stoll’s weapons. 
They were subsequently transferred to the custody of Firearms Examiner Manuel Munoz for 


testing.

On May 24 2011, at approximately 0700 hours Investigators Paul Fournier and Michael Caouette 
were called to respond to Е. 76" Street in the unincorporated area of Los Angeles to help 
investigate the circumstances surrounding a Deputy involved shooting at the location. 


Investigators arrived at the location at approximately 0830 hours and were briefed regarding the 
circumstances by Century Station patrol deputies Leslie Rodriguez and Morton Telfair. 


The handling Investigators, Sergeants William Cotter and Shannon Laren assigned Investigators 
Fournier and Caouette the duty of documenting the crime scene and the collection of evidence. 
Forensic Identification Specialists Jackie Thompson and Ray Davidson assisted Investigators 
with photographing,- collection of evidence, taking measurements, and sketching the scene. 
Firearms Examiner Manny Munoz assisted with the collection of ballistic evidence and 
documentation of bullet strikes. They will all prepare reports detailing their actions and 


observations. 


Investigators observed that [J Е. 76" Street at the location is a two-lane public street located 
in a residential area in the unincorporated area of Los Angeles. One lane travels west the other 
east. Lou Dillon Avenue, T-intersects 76” Street at the location to the south. 


Investigators observed a 1992 black, four door Honda Accord, Ca. Lic. # | (Ev-44) 
crashed into the north curb of 76" Street and onto the sidewalk just North of Lou Dillon Avenue. 


There were corresponding skid marks from the vehicle’s tires that traveled north on Lou Dillon 
across 76" Street to the resting spot. It appeared that the vehicle was traveling at a high rate of 
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speed on northbound Lou Dillon Avenue and was unable to negotiate a right-hand tum onto 
eastbound 76" Street. The left front tire was flat. The skid marks were measured and will be 
documented in F.l.S. Jackie Thompson's report. 


There were three bullet holes in the left rear portion of the Honda’s rear window. These were 
marked as photographic evidence D, E and F. There was a bullet impact on the top portion of the 
gas fill door marked as photographic evidence G. There were two bullet holes to the left rear 
fender marked as photographic evidence H and |. There were two bullet holes to the smaller 
section of the left rear door window marked as photographic evidence J and K. There were five 
bullet holes to the larger section of the left rear door window marked as photographic evidence 
L,M,P,Q and R. There was a bullet hole through the drivers seat head rest that appeared to be 
a continuation of a bullet's path from L, and was marked as L1. There were two bullet holes to the 
left rear door marked as photographic evidence N and O. There was a bullet hole on the upper 
right portion of the driver's door window frame marked as photographic evidence S. There was 
a bullet impact in the center of the windshield marked as photographic evidence T. There was a 
bullet hole in the center of the windshield marked as photographic evidence U. There was a bullet 
hole in the upper right portion of the windshield marked as photographic evidence V. There were 
two bullet holes near the right/center portion of the windshield marked as photographic evidence 
W and X. There was a bullet hole in the windshield on the lower portion of the passenger side 
marked as photographic evidence AA. 


Investigators observed three bullet holes in the corrugated metal siding on the south wall of the 
business located at . Two of the holes were in front (north) of the Honda 
and were marked as photographic evidence BB and DD and one hole was approximately five feet 
west of the vehicle and marked as photographic evidence CC. Two additional bullet holes were 
located in the corrugated metal siding east of the Honda and were marked as photographic 


evidence EE and FF. 


-Investigators recovered two bullet fragments (Ev-35) on-the-left side of the dashboard and one 
expended projectile (Ev-36), on front driver side floorboard of the Honda between the drivers’ seat 
and door. Investigators recovered multiple bullet fragments (Ev-37) from the driver's seat, the 
front passengers’ floorboard (Ev-40) and from the top of the right rear seat (Ev-43). Investigators 
recovered a bullet projectile (Ev-46) in the door jam post between the left front and left rear doors 


of the Honda. 


Investigators recovered a black handheld “Motorola” radio (Ev-38) from the driver's floorboard of 
the Honda and a metal pin on security badge (Ev-39) from the right front passenger seat. 
(It was later determined that , the husband of the registered owner of the Honda 
is a Security Guard and the badge and handheld radio belonged to him.) 
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Investigators recovered miscellaneous paperwork and a 
identification card bearing the name | (Ev-41) on the north sidewalk of 76" Street 


just west of the Honda. 


Investigators observed a Los Angeles County Sheriffs Patrol Vehicle, Ford Crown Victoria with 
Ca, exempt plate # 1254429 stopped behind and offset to the left of the Honda. There were three 
bullet holes on the passenger portion of the windshield that were marked as photographic 
evidence A, B and C. 


Investigators recovered a 9mm cartridge case (Ev-1) оп 76" Street near the right front 
passengers’ door of the patrol vehicle. There was a 9mm cartridge case (Ev-2) on the right front 
passenger seat. There was a 9mm cartridge case (Ev-3) on the driver's seat. There was a 9mm 
cartridge case (Ev-4) on the driver's floorboard. There was a 9mm cartridge case (Ev-5) on the 
floor between the rear seat and right rear passengers' door. There was a copper jacket fragment 
from an expended bullet (Ev-6) on the street near the driver's door. There was a 9mm cartridge 
case (Ev-7) on the street near the driver's door. There were fourteen 9mm cartridge cases (Ev-8) 
on the street near the left rear tire of the patrol vehicle. There were bullet fragments (Ev-9) on the 
street west of the patrol vehicle. There was a 9mm cartridge case (Ev-10) near the left rear corner 
of the patrol vehicle. There were four 9mm cartridge cases (Ev-11,14,16,18), two empty 9mm 
magazines (Ev-12,15) and two live 9mm rounds (Ev-13, 17) on the street behind the patrol 
vehicle. There were two 9mm cartridge cases (Ev-19,20) on 76" Street located off the southeast 
corner of the patrol vehicle. There was a 9mm cartridge case (Ev-42) located on the trunk of the 
patrol vehicle between the rear window and trunk. There was a 9mm cartridge case (Ev-45) in the 
seam between the roof and left rear door of the patrol vehicle. 


There was a bullet fragment (Ev-21) in the rain gutter next to the north curb of 76" Street, west 
of the Honda. There was a bullet fragment (Ev-23) near the left rear wheel of the Honda. 
Investigators recovered clothing worn by Suspect Haro (Ev-22) from the street just west of the 
Honda. The clothing consisted of one pair of plaid shorts and a dark-blue uniform shirt with 
"Security" patches on the shoulders. (It was later determined that АИ, the husband 
ofthe registered owner of the Honda is a Security Guard and the uniform belonged to him) Inside 
the right front pocket of the shorts was a Kyocera cell phone. 


Investigators recovered six bullet fragments (Ev-24,25,26,27,29,31) two 9mm cartridge cases 
(Ev-28,30) and one bullet projectile (Ev-32) on 76^ Street, starting just east of the east cub line 
of Lou Dillon Avenue and continuing approximately 50 feet east toward Alameda Avenue. 

Investigators recovered clothing worn by Suspect Trejo (Ev-33) consisting of blue jeans (blood 
soaked) with a black belt, (2) white socks, (2) white Reebok sneakers size 8 75, a black knit hat, 
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grey shirt (bloody) and a black nylon jacket with white fleece lining, located on the north curb of 
76" Street West of Alameda Street. 


Investigators recovered a Revolver, “Hi Standard,” .22 caliber, nine shot, 6" barrel, model R-101, 
serial number obliterated, blue steel (faded) with brown plastic grips, fully loaded with nine live .22 
caliber bullets with head stamp “Winchester” (Ev-34), Located just north of the Honda between 
the chain link fence and south wall of building at 7435 Alameda Street. 


On Мау 25, 2011, Investigators met F.I.S. Jackie Thompson at International Tow located at 2225 
E. 89thStreet, Los Angeles to conduct an examination of the Honda. Thompson dusted the 
vehicle for fingerprints. While at the location Thompson provided Investigators with an expended 
bullet projectile (Ev-47) that she recovered from the upper back portion of the security uniform 
shirt that Suspect Haro was wearing. She explained that the projectile's talons had become 
entangled in the fabric of the shirt. 


Investigators recovered a blue Dodgers cap (Ev-48) from the rear floorboard of the Honda 
between the driver's and passenger seat. According to ЕЕЕ he did not own that hat 
and it was not inside the vehicle at the time it was stolen. 


Investigators saw that the vehicle was started by forcefully inserting an unknown key inside the 
ignition. Investigators attempted to remove this key however, it was jammed. Investigators 
recovered what appeared to be a “House key” (Ev-49) from the shift/lock release column. 
Investigators noted that the Honda appeared to run “loud,” possibly due to a muffler issue. 


Investigation continuing with additional reports to follow.

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After viewing the crime scene, Investigators Laren and Cotter responded to the residence of 
the registered owner of the stolen vehicle. At the location, they conducted a recorded 
interview of Victim ‚ The following is a synopsis of the interview. The recording 
will be retained in the case file. 


Victim ШИ was home with her husband, Investigators confirmed she was the 
registered owner of the black Honda Accord (License ) which had been occupied by 
the suspects. She informed Investigators that she had parked and locked the car in front of 
their house facing w/b on 81* Street at approximately 1630 hours last night (05-23-11). She 
last saw the car parked there at approximately 1800 hours last night. Victim [said 
that he had gone out at about 0545 hours this morning to warm up the car before going to 
work and discovered that it was missing. Victim] asked her other НЕЕ, who 
lives in the front house, if she had seen the Honda last night. Her mother said that she had 
noticed it missing at approximately 2300 hours last night. Victim said that he called 
and reported the car stolen (L.A.S.D. file #911-07797-21 74-091). 


Victim MN said they had the only key for the car and said that they were confused 
about how the car could have been stolen because it has a feature which requires that the 
gear shift be unlocked before the engine can be started. They also said that the car was noisy 
and they didn't hear it start. They added that there are numerous Hispanic gang members in 
the area, some of which who were possibly from the “Florencia” gang. 


Victim said that he works as an unarmed security guard for 
nd is assigned to the He said that he had 


taken off his uniform shirt when he returned from work yesterday and placed it into the 
backseat of the Honda. His pin on silver and gold colored ‘ security shield was on 
the shirt along with his identification card. He said he also had a second similar smaller pin on 
badge on the shirt. He showed Investigators a similar shirt, but said that the one he had left 
inside the car was navy blue in color. He said the shoulder patches which read,

took a photo of the shirt for reference which will be retained in the case file. Victim 

also said that he had a black weave nylon belt which contained a portable radio, handcuffs 
and hospital keys which he had left in the trunk of the car. He said he and his wife also had a 
“Garmin GPS” and an “Apple iPod MP3” in the car along with other miscellaneous personal 


items. 


Investigator Laren spoke to on speaker phone. She said that last night at 
approximately 2300 hours, she heard somebody going through the recycle bin, which had 
been placed out onto the street. NOTE: Trash collection day was the following morning. 
When she looked outside towards the street, she noticed that her daughter’s car was not 
parked where it had been earlier in the evening.

As Investigators entered the room, Suspect Haro was lying on his back and apparently 
sleeping.

After a brief 
conversation, Investigator Cotter read Suspect Haro the "Admonition and Waiver of Rights" 
card (aka: Miranda advisement) from L.A.S.D. form “SH-AD-477.” He stated he understood 
his rights and then answered questions about the incident (implied consent). Suspect Haro 
appeared to be in pain, but was awake and alert and answered the majority of the questions 


posed to him. 


Investigators saw that Suspect Haro had visible tattoos and asked what gang he was from. He 
said he was a member of the "Florencia 13" gang, from the "Malos" clique and used the 
moniker of "Bandit." Suspect Haro was asked what happened to him. He said he got shot by 
the cops this morning, a block next to Alameda. He said he was driving a car that he wasn't 
supposed to have. He subsequently admitted to stealing the car and being the driver during 
the incident. He later recanted and said he didn't actually steal the car, but started driving it 
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shortly before the shooting. He said he saw the cops behind him, so he took off and didn't let 
them get near him. He wouldn't say exactly where he first saw the deputies, but described his 
driving as “reckless.” He said he collided into the sidewalk, but didn’t attempt to exit the car 
and run. He said he never opened the door and added that it was locked throughout the 
incident. He recalled hearing the deputy who shot him ordering him to put his hands up. He 
said he did, but then heard gunshots, so he put his hands down so he wouldn't get shot. He 
said he told the deputy that he was already hit and that his hand was giving out. He said he 
knew two deputies were behind him, but only heard the one deputy who shot him giving him 
commands. He said he was shot two or three times in his back as he motioned to his left side. 
Investigators saw that he had bandages on the left side of his chest, but could not see his 


back. 


Suspect Haro said the backup deputies ordered him to unlock the door so they could remove 
him from the car, so he unlocked the door. He denied having a gun or ever pointing any 
weapon at the deputy. He said he was eventually removed from the car through the driver's 


door. 


Suspect Haro was asked if he was a security guard. He said he wasn’t. He was then asked 
about the security guard shirt he had been wearing when the shooting occurred. He said he 
saw the security guard shirt in the car and liked it, so he put it on. 


He was asked additional details about who was in the car with him. He wouldn’t answer the 
question. He was told that the passenger was in the room next door. He said he understood. 
He later said he saw what happened to the passenger, but he wouldn’t comment on his 
observations. He was also asked if he had been using any drugs. He said he was “dirty” 
(slang for having illegal drugs in his system). He explained that he had been using marijuana 
and methamphetamine this morning.

After a brief conversation, Investigator Cotter read Suspect 
Trejo the "Admonition and Waiver of Rights" card (aka: Miranda advisement) from L.A.S.D. 
form "SH-AD-477." He stated he understood his rights and then answered questions about 
the incident (implied consent). Suspect Trejo appeared to be in pain, but was awake and alert 
and answered the questions posed to him. 
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Investigators saw that Suspect Trejo had visible tattoos and asked what gang he was from. He 
said he was a member of the “Florencia 13" gang, from the “Neighborhood” clique and used 
the moniker of “Flaco.” He was asked what happened this moming. He said at about 0620 
hours this morning, his homeboy picked him up from his house eee go get 
something to eat. He said he was the front seat passenger in the car and his homeboy from 
next door (as he motioned to the room next to him in which Suspect Haro occupied) took off in 
the car and was driving fast. He later identified a 04-22-2011 photo of Suspect Haro as his 
homeboy he was referring to. He said Suspect Haro first introduced himself as “Huero.” He 
said he has known Suspect Haro for about two years and that was the first time he had seen 
him driving that car. 


Suspect Trejo said his homeboy crashed the car at the corner. After the crash, he looked 
behind them and saw a police car, with it’s overhead lights on, coming from a distance. He 
said he was on probation and didn't want to get caught, so he climbed out the partially open 
front passenger window by standing on the seat, while facing the roof of the car. As he 
stepped out of the car, he fell. He then heard shots so he laid down. 


Suspect Trejo was then asked about the gun and at first claimed to have no knowledge of it. 
He was told that DNA testing would be completed on the gun that was collected from the 
scene. He subsequently admitted that the gun was already in the car when his homeboy 
picked him up, but he was afraid of what other people might have done with the gun, so he 
didn’t want to claim ownership of it. He said he knew if either he or the driver got caught with 
the gun, they would be incarcerated. He added that he was currently on juvenile probation for 
He said he tried throwing the gun out of the open 
window after the crash, but he didn't get it out of the car. He said the gun fell back onto the 
floorboard of the car, so he then climbed out of the window with the gun, so he could throw it a 
second time. As he climbed out of the car, he fell. As he got up, several feet away from the 
car, he threw the gun and then moved away from the car towards Alameda. 


| Suspect Trejo told Investigators that he had been shot in the right leg. He showed 
Investigators bandages on the outside of his right hip below the belt line and another bandage 
on the inside of his right thigh near his groin area. 


Interview terminated.

The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney”s Office has 
completed its review of the May 24, 2011, non-fatal shootings of Alejandro Trejo and Julio Haro 
by Los Angeles Sheriff's Deputies Adam Stoll and Gonzalo Inzunza. It is our conclusion that 
Deputies Stoll and Inzunza acted in lawful self-defense and defense of others. 


The following analysis is based on reports prepared by the Los Angeles Sheriff's Department. 
The District Attorney's Command Center was notified of the shooting on May 24, 2011 at 
approximately 7:33 a.m. The District Attorney Response Team, comprised of Deputy District 
Attorney Geoffrey Rendon, District Attorney Senior Investigator Andy Le and Supervising 
Investigator Greg Frum, responded and was given a briefing and a walk-through of the scene.. 


Deputies Stoll and Inzunza provided voluntary statements to investigators and their statements 
were considered in this analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On May 24, 2011, at approximately 6:44 a.m., Los Angeles Sheriff's Deputies Adam Stoll and 
Gonzalo Inzunza were on patrol in a marked black and white Sheriff's vehicle. Inzunza was 
driving and Stoll was in the front passenger seat. Both deputies were in full uniform. The 
deputies saw a Honda Accord drive past them at a high rate of speed.' The driver of the Honda, 
later identified as Julio Haro, was weaving in and out of traffic in an unsafe manner. The 
deputies pursued the Accord.

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Haro drove eastbound on Nadeau Street onto northbound Lou Dillon Avenue at approximately 
60-80 miles per hour. The deputies lost sight of Haro as he maneuvered around another vehicle. 
When the deputies spotted the Honda again, the Honda had been involved in a collision with the 
curb at the intersection of Lou Dillon and 76" Street. The Honda came to rest against a fence. | 
Deputy Inzunza stopped the patrol vehicle slightly behind the Honda’s driver’s side rear bumper. 


Alejandro Trejo climbed out of the passenger side window of the Honda armed with a handgun. 
Trejo pointed the handgun at Deputies Inzunza and Stoll. Inzunza, in fear for his and Stoll’s 
lives, fired three rounds from his service weapon through the front windshield of the patrol 
vehicle at Trejo. Inzunza yelled out, “Gun, gun, gun!” Trejo fell out of the passenger window to 
the ground below. Stoll exited the patrol vehicle as Inzunza fired at Trejo. 


Trejo ran approximately three to four steps eastbound and turned towards Stoll with the handgun. 
In fear for his life, Stoll fired one shot at Trejo from his service weapon. Trejo continued to run, 
abruptly stopped and turned towards Stoll again. Stoll fired an additional shot at Trejo. Trejo’s 
legs appeared to “give out” and Trejo fell to the ground. As Trejo fell, he threw the handgun 
over his left shoulder. The handgun traveled through the air and landed near the Honda. Stoll 
detained Trejo at gunpoint. 


Inzunza exited the driver’s side of the patrol vehicle and took cover behind the open driver’s side 
door of the patrol car. The driver of the Honda, Julio Haro, opened the front driver’s side door 
and looked in Inzunza’s direction. Haro yelled, “Fuck you, fuck you,” at Inzunza. Through the 
tinted windows of the Honda, Inzunza saw Haro holding a black object, which Inzunza believed 
was a handgun. Haro was moving around inside the vehicle and Inzunza believed that Haro was 
positioning himself to shoot at the deputies. Out of fear for his and Stoll’s lives, Inzunza fired 
several rounds at Haro. Inzunza yelled at Haro to, “Put your hands up!” Haro did not comply 
and continued to make furtive movements inside the vehicle. 


Inzunza moved to the rear of the patrol car to better conceal himself. Haro again opened the 
driver’s door and looked in Inzunza’s direction. Haro was still holding a dark object in his right 
hand and again yelled, “Fuck you, fuck you,” at Inzunza. Inzunza, still in fear for his and Stoll’s 
lives, fired several rounds at Haro. Inzunza heard the engine of the Honda revving loudly and 
believed that Haro was attempting to put the car in gear to ram the patrol car. 


Inzunza cleared a jammed round from his service weapon and reloaded. Inzunza continued to 
order Haro to put his hands up. Haro did not comply and Inzunza fired additional rounds at 
Haro. Inzunza moved to the passenger side of the patrol vehicle and heard Haro yelling that he 
wanted to give up. Inzunza approached the passenger side of the Honda and continued to give 
Haro verbal commands. Inzunza detained Haro at gunpoint until assisting deputies arrived and 
removed Haro from the vehicle. 


In his interview with Sheriff's Homicide Investigators, Inzunza stated that he felt that Haro was a 
continuous threat from the moment the deputies arrived until Haro was taken out of the vehicle 
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by the backup deputies. Throughout the incident, Haro was constantly moving inside the vehicle 
and refused to comply with Inzunza and Stoll’s commands. 


Deputies Zabala and Cardenas responded to an assistance request by Stoll and Inzunza. Zabala 
removed Haro from the Honda. Haro was wearing a security guard shirt and had a security 
guard identification card in the name of {J in his front shorts’ pocket.” 


Sheriff's Homicide Investigators Laren and Cotter interviewed Haro and Trejo, separately, at 
Saint Francis Hospital. At the time of the interview, Haro appeared to be in pain, but was awake 
and alert. Haro admitted membership in the “Malos” clique of “Florencia 13.” Haro admitted 
stealing the Honda and driving it during the incident.” Haro saw the deputies and fled, driving 
the car in a “reckless” manner. Haro collided with the sidewalk and stayed inside the car. Haro 
denied opening the vehicle door during the incident and stated that it was locked the entire time. 
Haro heard Inzunza ordering him to put his hands up, but upon hearing gunshots, put his hands 
down to avoid being shot. Haro only heard one deputy giving him commands. After being shot, 
Haro told Inzunza that he was already hit and that his hand was giving out. 


Haro admitted finding the security guard shirt in the vehicle and stated that he liked it, so he put 
it on. Haro would not tell the investigators who was in the car with him. Haro admitted using 
marijuana and methamphetamine during the morning prior to the incident. 


At the time of the interview, Trejo also appeared to be in pain, but was awake and alert while 
being questioned. Trejo admitted membership in the “Neighborhood” clique of “Florencia 13.” 
At approximately 6:20 that morning, Haro picked Trejo up at Trejo’s house. Haro was driving 
fast and crashed the car. After the crash, Trejo looked behind them and saw a police car 
approaching from a distance. Trejo was on probation and did not want to get caught, so he 
climbed out of the passenger window. He fell to the ground and heard shots. Trejo stated that he 
laid on the ground. 


The investigators asked Trejo about the firearm that he threw. Trejo initially denied knowledge 
of the gun, but when told that DNA testing would be conducted on the gun, Trejo admitted 
arming himself with the gun before exiting the vehicle. Trejo stated that the gun was in the 
‚vehicle when Haro picked him up. 


Prior to this incident, Stoll and Inzunza had several contacts with Trejo and were aware that 
Trejo was a “Florencia” gang member. Inzunza had seen Haro, but had not had contact with 
him.

3 Haro later recanted and denied stealing the car and stated that he started driving it shortly before the shooting. 

4 During his interview, Inzunza initially called the passenger “Haro.” After being shown a photograph of Haro, 
Inzunza immediately identified him as the driver. It appears that Inzunza was confused as to which individual was 
named “Trejo” and which was named “Haro,” but was able to identify them correctly via photographs. 
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Haro sustained two gunshot wounds to his upper back. Trejo sustained gunshot wounds to his 
right hip and groin. 


Forensic Evidence 


In close proximity to the Honda, Investigators located a High Standard .22 Long Rifle Sentinel 
revolver which contained nine live cartridges. The serial number of the firearm was obliterated. 


Investigators located 31 9mm Luger expended cartridge casings from within and the area 
surrounding the patrol vehicle. Two of the casings were fired from Stoll’s firearm; 29 of the 


casings were fired from Inzunza’s firearm. 


Criminal History 


Haro’s criminal history includes four felony convictions and

arrested several times for offenses that did not result in the filing of formal charges. 


CONCLUSION 


California law permits the use of deadly force in self-defense or in defense of others if it 
reasonably appears to the person claiming the right of self-defense or the defense of others that 
he actually and reasonably believed he or others were in imminent danger of great bodily injury 
or death. “[T]he rule is well established that one who, without fault, is placed under 
circumstances sufficient to excite the fears of a reasonable man that another designs to commit a 
felony or some great bodily injury and to afford grounds for a reasonable belief of imminent 
danger, may act upon those fears alone and may slay his assailant and be justified by 
appearances.” People v. Mercer (1962) 210 Cal. App. 2d 153, 161. 


In protecting himself or another, a person may use all force which he believes reasonably 
necessary and which would appear to a reasonable person, in the same or similar circumstances, 


to be necessary to prevent injury which appears to be imminent. California Jury Instructions- 
CALCRIM 505. 


When the peril is swift and imminent and the necessity for action immediate, the law does not 
weigh into nice scales the conduct of the assailed and say he shall not be justified in killing

because һе might have resorted to other means to secure his safety. People v Collins, (1961) 189 
Cal. App.2d 575. 


The "reasonableness" of a particular use of force must be judged from the perspective of a 
reasonable officer on the scene, rather than with the 20/20 vision of hindsight... The 
calculus of reasonableness must embody allowance for the fact that police are often forced 
to make split-second judgments -- in circumstances that are tense, uncertain, and rapidly 
evolving -- about the amount of force that is necessary in a particular situation. Graham v. 
Conner, (1989) 490 U.S. 386, 396-397.

We are therefore 
closing our file and will take no further action in this matter.
